The present condition of the com- 
pany is a legitimate result of the pol- 
icy pursued by its managers during 
the past year. In fact, their policy for | 
a series of years has been criticised by 
others in the business as subversive of 
the best interests of the industry. In- 
stead of comservative business meth- 
ods which might have been expected 
by reason of its control of so large a 
percentage of the crushing capacity 
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of the country, they have been charged 
with recklessness, tending to demoral- 
ization. The stronger independent 
crushers, both East and West, have 
shown a disposition to sustain the 
company in all efforts that were to the 
benefit of the industry as a whole, and 
its failure to make more substantial 
progress at any time has been due, it 
is claimed, with one exception, rather 
to its own operations than to any com- 
bative policy which its competitors 
have pursued. Such, at least, is the 
opinion of those who, from a disinter- 
ested point of view, have _—ob- 
served the course of events in this in- 
dustry during the past few years. The 
plunge into the dangerous field of spec- 
ulation which the company made this 
year has been regarded by many as an 
attempt to bring it into a_ stronger 
financial position, as well as to gain 
the prestige which would have fol- 
lowed a successful venture of this sort, 
30th of these stakes were tempting, 
for the company needed a good year 
as well as prestige; but whether the 
management took so farreaching a view 
of the situation or was actuated by a 
merely speculative spirit unly those in 
control know. In either event the 
play was on a “dead card” from the 
outset, and the independent crushers 
have made whatever profit there has 
been in the deal by unloading their 
holdings at very near top prices. 

In spite of this there has been a gen- 
erally entertained hope that the com- 
pany would come out of the deal with- 
out serious loss.

Unless the policy of the 
management '- should be entirely 
changed, it has been the opinion of 
crushers that accountability to stock- 
holders was, perhaps, a more effective 
restraint than the indefinite responsi- 
bility of a receivership. The present 
condition of the company’s affairs is, 
therefore, viewed with satisfaction by 
none of its competitors, and the effect 
of the precipitous break in seed and 
the attendant influences upon the oil 
market are regarded with some an- 
xiety. One encouri.ging feature at the 
moment is the fact that seed has al- 
ready touched an export basis, and 
that sales of perhaps 25,000 bushels 
were made on the break of a week ago, 
while further shipments are likely to 
follow the more recent decline... Just 
what the export price is is not stated, 
but on a basis of current London quo- 
tations for Argentine it must be about 
85 cents at Chicago. Of course, there 
is nothing in the outlook for seed 
which offers any encouragement to the 
long interest. There is a heavy crop in 
prospect, with probably 3,000,000 bush- 
els of old seed still in sight. Whether 
the company has passed through the 
worst of its troubles remains to be 
seen, but in any event it has been bad- 
ly crippled, and whatever public con- 
fidence may have been felt in its man- 
agement six months ago has been seri- 
ously shaken.

In referring to this work, 
in anticipation of the meeting, we 
called attention to the influence exert- 
ed by the Association upon legislative 
matters, and especially upon the recip- 
rocal treaty negotiations with France;

thissort alone was recognized by a very 
large number of crushers. It is conced-

Not that the Commissioner 
could reasonably have been expected to 
thoroughly consider the complex ques- 
tion presented to him in any less time 
than he has taken, but when we com- 
pare the modified decision with the 
original draft, as printed in the Re- 
porter of July 11, we cannot fail to 
share the disappointment which the 
pharmaceutical manufacturers’ will 
feel that so much well-directed effort 
should have produced so little in the 
way of hoped-for results. The Com- 
missioner has made his meaning a lit- 
tle clearer than it was before, but he 
has not made it 1 uch more favorable 
to manufacturers than at first reading 
it appeared to be. The long and short 
of it now is that a medicinal prepara- 
tion, compound or simple, put up in the 
finished form characteristic of patent 
medicines, or which bears any trade- 
mark or design, or the name of the 
originator or maker in the possessive 
case; or which bears upon its label any 
claim to, or is otherwise advertised to 
possess any distinct superiority over 
any other preparation, or to be a rem- 
edy for any disease, must be stamped. 
It is, however, permissible to indicate 
the therapeutic action in technical lan- 
guage, and also to give the dosage, 
upon unstamped articles, For illustra- 
tion, we assume that “Sulphate of Qui- 
nine, pure, anti-periodic—dose 1 to 10 
grains. Manufactured by John Smith,” 
would not be taxable, while ‘John 
Smith’s Pure Sulphate of Quinine, 
Anti-Malarial,”” would be liable to a 
stamp; and the same distinction would 
apply to pills, or any other preparation 








of this sort. So, also, even in his med- 
ical advertising the manufacturer 
must avoid laying claims to the superi- 
ority of his preparation, or doing more 
than calling attention to its therapeu- 
tic action, without specifying its indi- 
cations, Such names as ‘‘Rheumatic,” 
“Dyspeptic” and others equally indic- 
ative of the uses of a preparation, 
clearly render it liable to the tax. As 
a result of this decision nearly all of 
the pills and tablets, as well as many 
of the fluid preparations, on the lists 
of the various pharmaceutical manu- 
facturing houses must be stamped or 
the labels completely changed. As it is 
scarcely practicable to change the 
names of all these preparations, it 
would appear that the extensive use of 
stamps upon pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions is unavoidable. Further protest 
to the Commissioner would probably 
be unavailing, but we believe a court 
decision would place a far more lib- 
eral construction upon the law, and 
one more in accord with its obvious in- 
tent. 

Our Washington correspondent last 
week gave “cold-pressed castor oil” as 
one of thearticles which theCommission- 
er had decided to be liable to stamps, In- 
asmuch as all castor oil is supposed to 
be ‘“cold-pressed,’’ and a very large 
share of it is used for other than me- 
dicinal purposes, some grades being 
employed as lubricants only, while 
probably not 25 per cent. of the total 
production is used in medicine, the 
ruling, at least without distinct quali- 
fication, seemed to us preposterous. We 
therefore called the attention of 
our correspondent to the difficulties in 
the way of carrying out this require- 
ment of the law, and through him the 
matter has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Commissioner, who will 
probably rescind his decision. It is 
obvious that castor oil put up in a 
form simulating patent medicine, or 
otherwise conforming to the definition 
of stampable articles in the regulations 
already referred to, would have to be 
stamped; not because it was “cold- 
pressed castor oil,” but because it was 
put up in what is defined as a proprie- 
tary form. It, therefore, requires no 
more specific mention than does any 
other preparation which may or may 
not be stampable, according to how it 
is put up. 

Through its indefatigable correspond- 
ent the Reporter has also been able to 
secure the exemption of drug buyers’ 
orders or memoranda fr.m the provis- 
ions of the law referring to brokers’ 
contracts. This is a matter of a good 
deal of importance to the buyers for

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A PATENT FOR ANTITOXIN. 


The announcement of the issuing of a 
United States patent to Emil Behring 
of Germany, for diphtheritic antitoxin 
has created somewhat of a sensation in 
pharmaceutical circles, or more par- 
ticularly among the manufacturing 
houses which have established depart- 
ments for the production of this im- 
portant serum. The of the 
world’s medical progress contains few 
instances of an attempt on the part of 
any scientific investigator in the realm 
of therapeutics, to secure to himself the 
monopoly which letters patent ac- 
cord to inventors in other arts. The 
practice of medicine has been properly 
recognized as an art the purposes of 
which were so essentially humane and 
beneficent, that it has, from the earliest 
times, been governed by those ethical 
standards which have distinguished it 


records 


from the more sordid pursuits. The 
observance of those standards has 
also marked the distinction between 


the scientist and the quack. It is true 
that of late years a large number of 
chemical preparations of recognized 
therapeutic worth have been patented 
in this country, but their discovery has 
been the result of chemical research 
and experimentation directed by sor- 
did motives and claiming no higher 
purpose. But there are few instances on 
record where any attempt has been 
made to patent or secure any other 
form of monopoly for a system of ther- 
apeutics, such as is involved in serum 
therapy. Of course such an attempt, or 
its omission, is merely a matter of 
taste, there being no legal reason, in 
this country at least, why original 
work of this sort should not be pat- 
ented. Neither is there any legal rea- 
s0n why a man might not sell life pre- 
servers to the passengers Of a sinking 
ship, if he could get them to buy them 
instead of mobbing him and taking his 
goods by force. Nevertheless it is cred- 
itable to human nature that when the 
fruits of scientific research, or of inven- 
tion, or any other form of possession, 
are essential to the saving of human 
life, they are seldom made the subject 
of selfish greed. 

There are features of Prof. Behring’s 
patent, however, which are more fairly 
open to criticism than is the question 
of his right to secure to himself, if he 
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checked only in countries near the 
source of the new supply, and the total 
continued to increase.

The history of his case before 
the United States Patent Office shows 
that repeated applications—we believe 
there have been five in all—have been 
rejected, and it is difficult to under- 
stand upon what basis he has finally 
succeeded in securing his letters. The 


treatment of diphtheria by antitoxin 
is but an application of Jenner's dis- 
covery of the effects of vaccination for 
the prevention of small-pox. This was 
practically the beginning of the serum 
theory, which virtually got no fur- 


ther than this, except perhaps in Chin- 


ese or Jananese therapeutics, until it 
was given a wider application by the 
invesigations of Pasteur. Koch and 
others have carried on the same line 
of investigation with reference to spe- 
cific disease, and so the list of anti- 


toxins has been widened. The cultiva- 
tion of the diphtheritic serum has in- 
volved some departures from the meth- 
ods pursued in the preparation of anti- 
toxins for other bacterial diseases, but 
the general theory remains and the ele- 
ment of invention lacking. More- 
over, the question of priority is by no 
means settled in favor of Behring. The 
French Academy was so much in doubt 
upon this point that it awarded the 
medal for the discovery to Behring and 
Roux jointly, while there doubt in 
the minds of many students of the sub- 
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ject whether both of these gentlemen 
were not preceded by a Japanese sci- 
entist.

makers of antitoxin could be 
sustained at law, would to give to 
the assignees of the patent a very val- 
uable monopoly. The amount of money 
invested boards of health and pri- 
vate in the manufacture of 
the diphtheritic serum prob- 
ably to $100,000, and the sale of the 
preparation very large.

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PROHIBITIVE FOREIGN DUTIES 
ON COTTONSEED OIL, 

It would appear from advices lately 
received that the Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association will have further 
opportunity during the coming year to 
exercise its powers in the direction of 
influencing the commerical relations 
between this country and foreign na- 
tions. While the extent of our trade 
with Chile in cottonseed products is 
not important, it has _ possibilities 
which render somewhat alarming the 
announcement that the Chilean Gov- 
ernment has recently increased the 
duty on cottonseed oil from 17 2-3 cents 
to 55 cents per gallon. These figures 
represent Chilean currency, and are re- 
spectively equivalent to about 7 and 
20 cents in American money. The for- 
mer of these imposts is sufficiently 
burdensome, but the latter is absolute- 
ly prohibitive. For several years past 
our shipments of cottonseed oil to Chile 
have been steadily declining, having 
run down from about 6,000 gallons a 
few years ago to less than 1,000 gallons 
during the past year. Meanwhile other 
South American countries have in- 
creased their takings of this product, 
and the shipments to Brazil alone, 
which amounted to about 500,000 gal- 
lons during the fiscal year ended with 
June, 1897, will reach nearly 
gallons for the year just closed. This 
is more than double the exports to all 
other South American countries, and

The British Consul at Tainan, Japan, 
makes this report on the petroleum 
trade of his district: ‘There was a 
large increase in the import of kerosene 
oil last year, amounting to 286,075 gal- 
lons in quantity, and £3,965 in value. 
American oil continues to have a con- 
siderable sale in this district, and is 
decidedly the best oil on the Tainan 
market. Though the import of this oil 
in 1897 shows a decrease as compared 
with that during the previous year, the 
actual consumption of the oil shows no 
falling off, and the apparent decrease 
in the trade is due to the fact that large 
shipments arrived at the close of 1896, 
and there was, consequently, a consid- 
erable stock on hand January 1, 1897. 
The chief feature, however, of the kero- 
sene oil trade during the past year was 
the enormous increase in the import of 
Sumatran (Langkat) oil. This increase 
amounted to 413,315 gallons in quantity 
and £4,033 in value. Russian oil has 
practically been supplanted by Lang- 
kat, the latter, although very smoky, 
apparently finding more favor with na- 
tive buyers.”

Mr. John Gibson Morrison, broker in 
chemicals and dyestuffs, died at his 
home in this city Wednesday afternoon 
last.

Texas Cottonseed Crushers and the 
Railroads, 


The Galveston News states that the 
Texas crushers and exporters of cot- 
tonseed products are considerably exer- 
cised because of the notice given by 
Galveston terminal lines that they will 
on Aug. 1 discontinue’ absorbing 
charges for wharfage and unloading of 
cottonseed products. One of the ex- 
porters is authority for the statement 
that they have opened correspondence 
with the New Orleans, Port Arthur and 
Sabine Pass lines, looking to the han- 
dling of the products through those 
ports, so far as practicable, in the 
event the Galveston lines insist upon 
their ruling, and the other lines men- 
tioned will absorb such charges. Some 
of the lines mentioned have been heard 
from and they have the proposition un- 
der consideration. A News man was 
shown the correspondence. 

This exporter says there are ninety- 





five oil mills in Texas and Indian Ter- 
ritory. The average investment is in 
the neighborhood of $70,000 each, the to- 
tal investment being about $7,000,000. 
The annual output is worth about $10,- 
000,000, and he says nearly all of it 
would come through Galveston if the 
rates and charges compared favorably 
with those at other ports. 

He pointed out the fact that the Gal- 
veston Wharf Company is building a 
new pier especially for the accommo- 
dation of this class of business, and as 
a result the railroads will be in a posi- 
tion to handle it more favorably than 
ever before.

Drug Brokers’ Orders Need Not be 
Stamped. 


Inasmuch as a strict construction of 
the provisions of the revenue law rela- 
tive to brokers’ contracts might have 
required the stampine of every order 
sent out by the drug brokers here who 
act as resident buyers for out-of-town 
houses, the Reporter some weeks ago 
sent to Mr. W. L. Crounse, its Wash- 
ington correspondent a sample of 
these orders, with a letter explaining 
the relation which these brokers bore 


to their clients, and asked him to bring 


the matter to the attention of the Com- 
missioner. This he did in a personal 
interview with the solicitor of the de- 


partment, and by the following letter 


addressed to the Commissioner: 

The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, of 
which I am the Washington representa- 
tive, has forwarded to me the appended 
memorandum, to which I desire to invite 
your attention. The memorandum consti- 


tutes an order received by a New York 
drug broker from a firm of wholesale 
druggists in San Francisco, which he is 


expected to submit to a number of manu- 
facturers (ten in this instance) 
to secure the lowest prices on the goods 
mentioned. After having ascertained the 
lowest quotations he hands a memoran- 
dum to each house, which constitutes an 
order for the items on which the house 
has quoted the lowest prices. There is no 


formal bid, and no contract, yet we are 
advised that these memoranda are re- 
garded by the Internal Revenue officials 


as broker's contracts within the meaning 
of the law, and that each memorandum 
requires a ten-cent stamp. As this small 
bill of goods has been divided among ten 
houses—it is not an unusual number—the 
stamps alone would cost one dollar, which 
would about wipe out the _ broker's 
commission, which is only a _ fraction 
of 1 per cent. If your office holds 
that these memoranda, which we _ be- 
lieve are not contracts either in law 
or in fact, must be regarded as 
such and stamped, all of the drug brok- 
ers, who now exercise a most useful func- 
tion in the trade, will have to go out of 
business. The broker’s duty is to place 
the smallest orders with the utmost care, 
and to sub-divide them to the smallest 
item, and it is no unusual thing for an or- 
der representing only a few dollars to be 
distributed among a dozen or fifteen 
manufacturers, In this way the wholesale 
druggists are enabled to have their orders 
promptly filled without the delay of cor- 
responding with individual firms, while 
the manufacturers who make the lowest 
prices are thus put in the way of securing 
their proper share of trade. It would be 
a distinct calamity to the drug trade and 
other trades employing similar methods 
if the brokers are to be taxed out of ex- 
istence, 

I have presented the outline of these 
facts verbally to your solicitor, and I 
make this formal request for a ruling at 
his suggestion. Will you kindly expedite 
the decision on the point involved at your 
earliest convenience? 

I would also like to ask if a ten-cent 
stamp must be placed on each copy of a 
regular contract which a broker is 
obliged to hand to the buyer and the 
seller of a large lot of merchandise—such, 
for instance, as twenty-five cases of 
opium—or whether the original one re- 
quires a stamp, the other being marked 
“copy,” as was the case during the civil 
war? 

To this Commissioner Scott 
as follows:

regard to what are called drug brokers, 
has been received. 

A drug broker is described by-you to 
be a person or association through. whom 
orders for drugs for merchants in other 
parts of the country are delivered to 
wholesale drug houses in New York. 

For example: If a druggist in Washing- 
ton, D. C., desires to buy a bill of drugs 
in New York, instead of sending his order 
directly to wholesale drug houses in the 
latter city, he sends it to the New York 
drug broker. This broker, as he is called, 
takes the order and visits the various 
wholesale houses, and he places the mer- 
chant’s order with the houses proposing 
to sell for the lowest price. In case the 
bill is for an assortment of drugs, parts 
of the order are frequently placed with 
different houses, and each house fills the 
order to the extent of such part of it as 
is so placed. No note or memorandum of 
the sale is given the drug broker to the 
wholesale merchant, nor does the whole- 
sale merchant do anything more than fill 
the order, as if it had come directly from 
the Washington merchant in the outset. 
An informal memorandum of purchase 
only is given. I am of the opinion that 
these brokers are included under the head 
of commercial brokers, defined in the act 
of June 13, 1898, Section 2, in these words: 
“Every person, firm or company whose 
business it is as a broker to negotiate 
sales or purchases of goods, wares, pro- 
duce, or merchandise,”’ etc., and are sub- 
ject to the special tax of $20 per annum, 
The informal memoranda, according to 
the form submitted and described in your 
letter, are not held subject to stamp tax 
under the head of ‘Contract: Broker’s 
note, or memorandum of sale,’’ Sched- 
ule A. 

It will be noticed that the Commis- 
sioner does not reply to*the inquiry as 
to stamping duplicate copies of con- 
tracts; but, otherwise, his decision is 
quite satisfactory to the trade, and es- 
pecially to the resident buyers, whose 
interests were most affected,

Castoria Suits, 


Judge Locke, sitting in the United 
States Court at Jacksonville, Fla., on 
the 21st ulto., granted a temporary in- 
junction in the case of the Centaur 
Company against the Williams Drug 
and Chemical Company restraining the 
defendant, till the further orders of the 
court, from using the word “Castoria” 
or any equivalent therefor as a label 
for medicine of its own manufacture or 
in any manner deceiving or confusing 
the public by representing that such 
medicines are the same as those manu- 
factured by the complainant. 

It was claimed that the Williams 
Drug and Chemical Company had been 
putting up a preparation called Casto- 
ria, the bottles being exactly similar to 
this preparation as put up by the Cen- 
taur Company, and the labels on the 
bottles also being exactly facsimile, 
with the exception that on the labels of 
the Centaur Company appears the 
name of “Chas. H. Fletcher,’’ while on 
those of the Williams Drug Company is 
the name “Chas. I. Pitcher,’’ the two 
names looking very similar when held 
at a distance, : 

At Sherman, Texas, the Phoenix 
Medicine Company, which has its head- 
quarters at Van Alstyne, Texas, filed a 
suit on the 26th against the Centaur 
Company for damages in the sum of 
$2,000. Plaintiffs allege that they have 
the original formula and are using it in 
accordance with the rights granted 
them under the law for the manufac- 
ture and sale of a medicine named and 
branded Castoria, and they further al- 
lege that defendants’ agents have gone 
through Texas and the Indian and Ok- 
lahoma territories wrongfully attack- 
ing the genuineness of their Castoria. 
Plaintiffs also ask the court to perpet- 
uate an injunction restraining the Cen- 
taur Company or its agents from con- 
tinuing to disseminate said charges of 
spuriousness,

Our Trade With Porto Rico. 


Washington, July 29, 1898. 

The trade of Porto Rico and the com- 
merce of that island with the United 
States have been made the subject of a 
monograph prepared by F. H. Hitch- 
cock, Chief of the Section of Foreign 
Markets of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. This document is of special inter- 
est at this time, in view of the practical 
certainty that in the setthement—now 
almost in sight—of the war with Spain 
Puegto Rico will be annexed to the 
United States. 

The foreign trade of Puerto Rico is 


conducted chiefly with Spain, the 
United States, Cuba, Germany, the 
United Kingdom and France. Of all 


the merchandise imported and exported 
by the island during the four years, 
1893-1896, fully 85 per cent., measured 
in value, was exchanged with the six 
countries mentioned, Spain received 
the largest share of the trade, the 
transactions with that country in 1893- 
1896, according to Puerto Rican statis- 
tics, having an average annual value 
of $9,888,074, which was 23.80 per cent. 
of the total valuation placed upon the 
island’s commerce. The United States, 
as a participator in the trade, ranked 
second only to Spain, the value of the 
goods exchanged averaging $6,845,252 
a year, or 19.94 per cent. of the total. 
After Spain and the United States, 
Cuba was the most important factor, 
the portion of the trade credited to that 
island amounting to 13.41 per cent., and 
having an average yearly value of 
$4,606,220. Spain, the United States and 
Cuba together enjoyed nearly two- 
thirds of the total commerce carried 
on by Puerto Rico during 1893-1896. 
About one-fourth of the trade was con- 
trolled by three European countries—

The quantity of mineral oil shipped 
from the United States to Puerto Rico 
increased somewhat during the decade, 
the average annual export for 1893-1897 
amounting to 883,034 gallons, as com- 
pared with 744,046 gallons for 1888-1892. 
Owing to the decline in prices, how- 
ever, the average yearly value of the 
exports shows a slight falling off from 
$83,100 to $82,137. At present the ex- 
ports consist more largely of crude 
than of refined oil. During the first 
four years of the decade no shipments 
of crude mineral oil were recorded, but 
in 1892 there was an export of 421,848 
gallons, valued at $48,637. In the ex- 
portation of refined mineral oil, how- 
ever, there was a marked falling off, 
the average yearly shipments for 1893- 
1897 amounting to only 308,042 gallons, 
worth $33,500, as against 659,676 gallons, 
worth $76,319, for 1888-1892. This fall- 
ing off was traceable chiefly to de- 
creased exports of illuminating oil, that 
being the principal item under the head 
of refined oil. The average shipments 
per annum of illuminating oil fell from

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Report of the English. Petroleum 
Committee, 


The report of the Select Committee 
appointed to inquire into the sufficiency 
of the law relating to the keeping, sell- 
ing, using and conveying of petroleum 
and other inflammable liquids, and the 
precautions to be adopted for the pre- 
vention of accidents with petroleum 
lamps, was laid upon the table of the 
House of Commons July 13. The com- 
mittee have had fifty-three sittings and 
examined eighty-five witnesses, chiefly 
scientific experts and manufacturers or 
merchants dealing with oiland lampsand 
public officials. After setting out the

provisions of existing acts relating to 
petroleum and summarizing the effect 
of the evidence taken, the report states 
that the committee recommend the 
bringing in of a bill to remedy the de- 
fects of the existing law, in order to 
carry out which recommendation it will 
be necessary, in the committee’s opin- 
ion, to make the following 
with respect to the storage and trans- 
port of petroleum: 

1. To secure legislative control for pe- 
troleum generally, and admixtures of 
the same with other substances, certain 
heavy oils being exempted. 


provisions 


2. To adopt a flash-point—viz., 100 de- 
grees (Abel close test) as the dividing 
line between petroleum oil and petro- 
leum spirit. 

3. To provide that, with the following 
exemptions, petroleum oil shall be kept 
only on premises registered or licensed 
under the act, and petroleum spirit only 
on premises licensed under the act. 


EXEMPTIONS, 


Spirit not exceeding five gallons. 

When oil and spirit kept .ogetner and 
not exceeding five gallons of spirits and 
forty gallons of oil. 

Oil (for private use only) not exceed- 
ing 130 gallons. 

4. To provide that registered premises 
shall be at safe and suitable distances 
from “protected works,” such as dwell- 
ing houses, churches, schools or any 
such building or place as the local au- 
thority with whom the premises are 
registered may specify in a _ notice 
served upon the occupier of the prem- 
ises and require to be treated as a pro- 
tected work; to limit the amount of oil 
(subject to the exemption in 3) on reg- 
istered premises; generally to make 
regulations for registered premises. 

5. To establish a system of licensing 
for the storage of petroleum spirit 
(subject to the exemption in 3) in all 
cases; and for the storage of petroleum 
oil in cases where it cannot be conveni- 
ently kept under registration, and gen- 
erally to regulate licensed places. 

6. To make regulations for the con- 
veyance of petroluem oil and petroleum 
spirit, and the marking of the vessels 
containing the same. 

7. To regulate the keeping of petro- 
leum oil and petroleum spirit. 

8. To regulate the keeping and use of 
petroleum for the purpose of motive 
power. 

9. To provide for adequate and effi- 
cient supervision and administration by 
local authorities. 

10. To provide an efficient system of 
testing. 

11. That in any legislation affecting 
petroleum, adequate provision shall be 
taken to prevent overflow, Wherever 
mineral oil is stored in populous places. 

12. To provide that an investigation 
be made into explosions or fires which 





may occur in connection with inflam- 
mable liquids, 

On the second head referred to the 
committee—namely, the precautions to 
be adopted for the prevention of acci- 
dents with lamps—the committee, hav- 
ing given the most careful consideration 
to the statements contained in the di- 
vergent evidence with which they have 
had to deal, have come to the following 
conclusions: 

1. That the number of lamp accidents 
has not increased out of proportion to 
the vast increase of the number of 
lamps in use, and that ordinary care 
should be used whether the flash-point 
be raised or not. 

2. That to place such legislative re- 
strictions on petroleum oil below 100 
degrees (Abel) test as are placed on pe- 
troleum spirit would have the effect of 
preventing the use of such oil for do- 
mestic and trade purposes. 

3. That it is in accordance with the 
evidence that if immunity from acci- 
dents is to be secured, it will be neces- 
sary to prevent the use of all petroleum 
below 120 degrees (Abel close test). 

4. That the effect of such legislation 
would materially affect the price of oil 
to the consumer. 

With regard to the structure of 
lamps, the committee decline to con- 
sider as practicable a suggestion that a 
Department of State should determine 
the principles which should be compul- 
sory in their manufacture, but they find 
that all, or nearly all, sides are agreed 
that in order to secure safety certain 
principles should be adopted and cer- 
tain defects avoided in the manufac- 
ture of lamps. They recommend that 
statutory power should be given to the 
Home Secretary to issue an order, with 
power to vary it from time to time, for 
the enforcement of the following regu- 
lations suggested by the lamp-makers 
themselves, such order to affect the im- 
‘portation of lamps, but not the manu- 
facture and sale of lamps for the ex- 
port trade: 

1. That the use of very fragile glass 
reservoirs should be prohibited, and 
that all glass reservoirs should in 
strength and weight bear a certain re- 
lation to their oil capacity, the propor- 
tion recommended being one pound of 
glass to one pint of oil. 

2. That the base of a table lamp 
should be larger in diameter than the 
reservoir and that the weight of the 
base should be in proportion to the 
height of the lamp. 

3. That the present divergence in 
measurement of the wick tubes and 
burners (of lamps of different makes) 
which profess to be of equal size should 
not be allowed, but that all wick tubes 
and burners should conform to a legal 
standard gauge to be adopted and that 
every wick-winder should be stamped 
with the size of the wick required by 
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the lamps. That all wicks should be 
sold in ten-inch lengths, and clearly 
marked with the size of the burner for 
which it is intended. This recom- 
mendation is regarded as of first im- 
portance in order to prevent the fre- 
quént accidénts which occur through 
using a wick too small for the burner, 
thereby leaving a space by which a 
dangerous communication is provided 
between the flame of the burner and the 
oil in the lamp. 

4. That wick tubes should be well and 
solidly made, and well soldered to the 
burners, instead of the flimsy attach- 
ment often adopted; and that the burn- 
er should be firmly attached to the 
reservoir by a screw collar. 

With a view to the diminution of the 
large number of accidents due to care- 
lessness and ignorance, which legisla- 
tion cannot prevent, the committee 
agrees with the suggestion that children 
in elementary schools should be in- 
structed on the subject, and that a cir- 
cular should be addressed by a State 
Department to local authorities sug- 
gesting that information should be 
given by printed instruction, by sani- 
tary officers, and by other means. 

The report concludes with the follow- 
ing: 

SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That the present law affecting pe- 
troleum spirit, not being adequate for 
public safety, should be amended in the 
manner specified in this report. 

2. To adopt a flash-point of 100 de- 
grees, Abel close test, as the dividing 
line between petroleum oil and petro- 
leum spirit. 

3. Legislation, as specified in this re- 
port, to control the storage, transport 
and sale of petroleum generally, and ad- 
mixtures of the same with other sub- 
stances, certain heavy oils being ex- 
empted. 

4. To provide for an efficient system 
of testing. 

6. To provide for adequate supervision 
and administration by local authorities. 

6. That official inquiries be made into 
the causes of accidents arising from the 
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storage, transport or use of inflam- 


mable liquids. 

7. Statutory powers to enable the Sec- 
retary of State to issue orders affecting 
the manufacture and sale of lamps. 

8. To spread information among the 
public as to the nature of petroleum } 
and the management of petroleum |

LINSEED OIL.—The market has 
been thoroughly demoralized by the 
condition of affairs at Chicago and the 
drop in the price of seed, buyers hold- 
ing off in anticipation of a further 
slump, should the affairs of the Na- 
tional Linseed Oil Co. prove to be in as 
bad shape as had been intimated. In 
the meantime, also, oil had been fur- 
ther depressed at Chicago by offerings 
by a State crusher on the basis of 30c. 
there, and although this was below 
what the Western mills were naming, 
it had the effect of still further shaky 
ing confidence. Here there have been 
no offerings below 34c., which is above 
the parity of the prices quoted at Chi- 
cago, and sales in a small way have 
been at 35c. City crushers made no 
change in quotations, but unless there 
was an early improvement at the West 
it was expected that another reduction 
would be made by them. We quote 
37@38c. for raw. Seed has been down 
to 88c. for September, with cash seed 
below 90c., but at these figures it is 
developing some friends and the mar- 
ket shows a little better tone at the 
close. It was intimated at the close 
that the city crushers would probably 
reduce price early next week. 


COTTONSEED, REFINED.—The hot 
weather and a demoralized lard mar- 
ket has had a tendency to depress cot- 
ton oil, and yet with these depressing 
influences at work no weakening in 
prices is apparent. This may be at- 
tributed to a lack of orders either for 
export or for home consumption, buy- 
ers, apparently, are waiting develop- 
ments or taking their usual summer 
vacation. The lack of export orders, 
either for spot or forward, is the cause 
of the present dullness, though at the 
close there were some small export or- 
ders for August and September at 
about 1 to 1%c. below sellers’ views. Un- 
til the foreign markets improve to that 
extent as to warrant an increase in 
their bids no immediate improvement 
may be expected im this market. The 
unsettled condition of the lard market 
tends to depress compound, conse- 
quently the outlet for cotton oil in that 
direction is not so bright as it was a 
few weeks ago. There has been no 
further business in addition to that 
mentioned in our last at New Orleans, 
though a bid of 2lc. was turned down 
for 5,000 bbls. off yellow for August and 
September, sellers declining to shade 
21%c. The West is not buying at the 
moment, either for compound or the 
soap kettle. There have been a few 
sales of winter yellow at 29c. and of 
choice white oil at 27@27%4c. The chief 
topic of interest around the trade has 
been the discussion of the results of the 
convention of the cotton oil mills at 
Atlanta, a full report of which is given 
in this issue, and will be read with in- 
terest by all of those interested in cot- 
tonseed products. The sales for the 
week comprise 600 bbls. prime yellow 
at 23%@24c., 200 bbls. good light off yel- 
low at 23c.; 450 bbls. choice yellow at 
241%4c.; 1,100 bbls. prime yellow at 24c.; 
900 bbls. winter yellow at 29c.; 100 bbls. 
white oil at 27c., and 500 bbls. off yellow 
at 21%c. f. o. b. New Orleans.

We have had such a dull market that 
there is no feautre at present worth 
calling attention to. There are reports 
of sales for export, but we think they 
are unworthy of belief. Some _ trades 
have been made at quotations, but for 
local consumption, and in a small way. 
There is little or nothing offering from 
the South or Southwest, either in bar- 
rels or loose buyers’ tanks. We have 
been looking for some improvement in 
values, but the conditions prevailing, 
and lack of actual trade, have weaken- 
ed our views. Unless the Trust (that 
is the American Cotton Oil Co.), comes 
to the rescue, as they have done during 
the past two years, we fear lower prices. 
Lard has shown a very weak condition, 
having declined to 5.35¢c. for September 
contracts in Chicago, while tallow here 
is still steady at 3%c.

CORN.—There has been rather more 
export inquiry, but as makers decline 
to shade 3c. for car lots, no business 
has resulted. For store parcels they 
are asking 3.10@3.15c. as to the size of 
the order. 

OLIVE.—Cables report a firm and 
advancing foreign market. Prices here 
in consequence are strong and tending 
upward. Sales are reported of 100 bbls. 
prime yellow at 538@55c., as to quality 
and seller. Shipments are now held at 
50@5ic. Olive foots are also firmer and 
may. be quoted at 4%@4%c. for spot, 
and for arrival at 4.30c. for round lots. 

PALM.—There has been more inquiry 
for shipments, but the firm views of 
sellers rather restricts business at the 
moment. Spot lots are quoted at 4%@ 
4%c., for prime red, and 5@5%c. for 
Lagos. 

RAPE.—The market is easier in all 
positions. Choice grades of burning 
oils are quoted at 57@58c., and for ordi- 
nary, 53@54c., as to the size of the 
order. 

Animal and Fish Oils, 


COD.—The demand has shown no im- 
provement, only occasional jobbing lots 
being called for, and these are supplied 
at 35@37c. for domestic and 40@42c. for 
Newfoundland. 

DEGRAS.—Consumers are not in need 
of supplies, and it appears difficult to 
effect sales. German is held at 2@2%c. 
and English at 2%@2%c., as to quality. 
‘ LARD.—Pressers and dealers report a 
fair seasonable movement in prime into 
channels of consumption and an im- 
proved call on export account. Prices 
have been steady until the past two 
days, when a weaker feeeling developed 
consequent upon the lower range for 
lard, but there has been no decided de- 
cline, dealers merely shading previous 
quotations and showing a readiness to 
accept inside figures. The range may 
now be stated at 47@50c., as to make 
and quantity. The lower grades are 
quiet and nominally unchanged, but 
weak. 

MENHADEN.—tThe situation, so far 
as relates to crude, remains about the 
same as last week, with a few sales of 
moderate quantities being made for 
home use, but prices realized are with- 
held. Prime may be quoted at 23@23%c., 
but there is no difficulty in picking up 
lots under these figures. Southern is 
offered at 18c., Baltimore delivery, and 
may be secured at 19@20c. delivered 
here, and at these figures sales have 
been made. The fishing is reported fair 
and the yield of oil rather above the 
average for this season of the year. 
Along the coast of Maine, it is said, the 
fishing has not been so good as early in 
July, but it is thought to be due to un- 
favorable weather. For strained and 
bleached the demand continues light, 
with prices unchanged. 

NEATSFOOT.—There is not much 
doing at present, and while prices have 
not changed they cannot be called firm. 

RED.—The demand for saponified has 
beem very light, but prices remain 
steady at 3%@4c. Elaine is quiet and 
unchanged at 28@32c., as to quantity. 

SPERM AND WHALE.—The stock of 
crude sperm has been increased by re- 
cent arrivals to 5,420 bbls., and of whale 
to 1,970 bbls. Prices are nominal. For 
bleached there is a seasonable demand, 
with quotations unchanged. 


Mineral Oils. 


-BLACK.—Considerable quantities of 
summer are being taken at 6@6%c., and 
it is said some ‘outside lots of cheap 
grade have been placed, some for ex- 
port. 

*CYLINDER STOCKS.—The demand 
has been good for the season and deal- 
érs report a good call for all grades, 
none being neglected, and as the lower 
grades may be secured at relatively low 

rices these have of late received more 

attention and brokers claim to find a 
fair outlet for cheap outside lots. Prices 
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of 2%c. for two car lots has been re- 
fused. The only sale reported is one 
car lot of 122 m. p. at 2.35c. Shippers 
are indifferent, as they cannot raise the 
bids heretofore made. The shipments 
during the past week exceed 1,000,000 
lbs. The principal holders quote crude 
at 3@3%c. for 117 m. p. and 3%c. for 
124@126 m. p. We quote refined at 4%c. 
for 126 m. p., 5c. for 130 m. p. and 5%c. 
for 135 m. p. For 140 m. p. 10@11c. is 
asked. 

LARD.—The close on Saturday 
was at 2%@5 points below our 


quotations, options 
quoted at 5.571%4c. for September and 


§.62%c. for October. On Monday, al- 
though there was little trading, the tone 
was maintained with a fair degree of 
steadiness, and a gain of 24%@5 points 
was made for the day. A growing im- 
pression that stocks were piling up at 
the West had a rather depressing ten- 
dency from that time on, and on Tues- 
day, with more sellers, the market broke 
to 5.52%c, for September and 5.57%c. for 
October at the close, the tone 
steadied a little by the firmer market for 
grain. This influence was, however, in- 
sufficient to sustain prices against the 
dull trade and the heavy production of 
lard, and while the opening on Wednes- 
day was a trifle better, there was a sub- 
sequent drop of 22% points, the close be- 
ing at 15@17% points off from the pre- 
ceding day. The heavy receipts of hogs 
and continued slow trading caused a 
further slump on Thursday, but this 
was recovered at the close, the market 
closing 2%. Yesterday the market im- 
proved under better buying, and gained 
10 points, closing at 5.474%c. for Septem- 
ber and 5.50c. for October. 

The market opened to-day with Sep- 
tember options at Chicago, 5.47c. and 
October 5.52c. Cash lard closed at 5%o. 
for Western and 4%@5%c. for city. 

Refined lard has been rather quiet, 
but has not followed the raw material 
very closely. We quote export pack- 
ages 5.80@6.50c. Compound and neutral 
are unchanged with a little more call 
for the latter at 6c., while the former 
is quoted at 44%@4%c. for city and 
Western. 

TALLOW.—The market has_ been 
stagnant during the week, neither ex- 
porters nor home buyers showing mich 
interest in goods at any price. A forced 
sale of a small lot of city on Thursday 
broke the market to 3%c., and the con- 
tract deliveries went in at that figure. 
There has been some little export in- 
quiry for the edible grades, but the 
business closed has been unimportant. 
Other markets seem to show rather 
more steadiness than is exhibited here, 
although there is not much business re- 
ported at any point. The lower grades 
do not reflect the weakness noticeable 
in prime tallow, and they as_ well as 
greases are rather firmly held. Country 
tallow is quoted at 35%@35c. 

Chicago is reported steady at 4c. for 
prime packers’ and 254@3%c. for No. 2. 

The London market was 3d. higher 
this week, with sales of three-quarters 
of the 1,700 casks offered. 

STEARINE.—There has been a very 
fair demand for oleo stearine, with sales 
at 5c. early in the week, while later on 
bids were reduced to 4%c. Lard stearine 
is not active, but is steadily held at 
654@6%c. Yellow grease stearine is 
scarce and in good demand, with 3%c. 
paid here. 

GREASES.—There is a fair demand 
for greases, and they are firmly held at 
full previous values. We quote city 
white 3%@3%c.; yellow, 2%@2%c.; 
brown, 24%@2%c.; blue and scrap, 2%@ 
38%c. At Chicago A white, 34@3'%4c; B,

Fire destroyed the factory of the 
Seattle Soap Company July 23, inflict- 
ing a loss of $30,000. 


Mr. Frank A. Ruf, of the Antikomnia 
Company, of St. Louis, was in town last 
week, but left on Saturday for Buffalo, 
expecting to return to this city in about 
a fortnight. 


Mr. W. B. Kaufman, manager of the 
importing department of Parke, Davis 
& Co., left the city on Friday for a 
short vacation, which he will spend at 
Saratoga Springs and in the mountains. 


Mr. William E. Ebbitt left on Satur- 
day for his usual Summer outing, and 
although somewhat reticent as to where 
he would spend his vacation this year, 
it is generally understood that he will 
not go to Europe. 


The Gas Light and Coke Company of 
London, Schoellkopf, Hartford & Mac- 
lagan, Limited, agents, has declared a 
dividend at the rate of 12% per cent. 
per annum for the past six months, 
carrying forward £51,856. 


A charter has been issued to the Sal- 
lade Manufacturing Company to manu- 
facture antiseptics and germicides, at 
Pottsville, Pa.

A correspondent, writing from Point 
Barrow under date of April 4, regarding 
the ice-bound whalers who have re- 
cently received relief, says: ‘“Floe- 
whaling will be resumed on April 15. 
The island Eskimos are starving, and 
are coming to the coast for food. The 
men are well. A deer station probably 
will be started here next year, if the 
feed proves sufficient. Kelly, sailmaker 
of the Orion, committed suicide on 
March 30. Constant communication is 
kept up between the various vessels of 
the whaling fleet.

The Bull Movement in Pepper. 


It is becoming more and more mani- 
fest to every observer that pepper is 
held, not only by uncommonly strong 
hands, but by people who thoroughly 
understand the management of the 
article and the intricacies of conduct- 
ing a bull movement. To people more 
closely connected with the article the 
principal wire-pullers are well known, 
and, as they form the backbone of the 
small syndicate, their names suffice to 
inspire supporters of pepper with ab- 
solute confidence. We understand that 
the management is left in two hands, 
in those of a well-known merchant- 
banker and of a large importer of Chi- 
nese produce, both of undoubted stand- 
ing and repute. This alone is a factor 
worthy of the greatest consideration 
to any bull operator, for the presence 
of such people in a speculative under- 
taking gives to the whole affair a 
soundness and a certainty of success 
which so far have been sadly wanting 
in all the bull movements undertaken 
in pepper of late years; and their num- 
bers have been legion. We expressed 
our surprise last week at the success 
of the movement in the face of the 
dead season, and in spite of the heavy 
stocks, but since then the position of 
pepper has undergone a remarkable 
change. Retugns of stocks in the prin- 
cipal ports which we gathered show a 
marked diminution; in fact, the hold- 
ings at the present moment do not ap- 
pear to represent more than one year’s 
consumption of the world, which, con- 
sidering the probabilities—not to say 
certainty—of future small _ supplies 
from the Straits, the insignificance of 
stocks in the East of Lampong pepper. 
and the almost total exhaustion of 
stocks of Tellicherry in Indla (stocks 
on the Malabar coast are reported to 
amount to about 500 tons), must be re- 
garded as absolutely insufficient. In- 
dia, which seems destined to fill the 
gap created by the falling off of sup- 
plies from the Straits, will not be able 
to supply us until the beginning of 
next year, when the new crop. will 
make its appearance on the coast. 
Formerly dealers and planters used to 
bury their stocks in the earth to guard 
against the influence of the monsoon 
and to await a favorable market, 
which generally ensued in between the 
season. But this year the demand in 
the East has been so keen and prices 
paid have been so good that holders 
have been tempted to sell all they had, 
The prospects of the new crop, as far 
as can be judged now, appear to be 
good, and a fair yield may be expected, 
bar accidents; but at best the _ total 
yield will hardly exceed 5,000 to 6,000 
tons, which, considering the estimated 
consumption of the world, about 30,000 
tons, is but a small item. The future 
of pepper, therefore, appears to favor 
a “bull’ movement, and our opinion is 
that an operator securing lots during a 
temporary reaction or in a dull mo- 
ment, which will be sure to arise, will 
make money in the end.—London Com- 
mercial Record.

Roots. 


Burdock is not in large supply, but 
8c. will buy in a jobbing way. Dande- 
lion continues to job at 8%@9%c. Gin- 
seng continues to come in slowly, and 
full prices are being paid by buyers. 
Old golden seal is wanted. New is gen- 
erally held in a jobbing way at 38@ 
40c. Ipecac is in good demand and firm 
at $2.30. Sarsaparilla is dull at 7@7%c. 
Rhubarb is in good demand for manu- 
facturing purposes. Senega has been 
in demand for export, and 1,500 were 
picked up at 24c. Other lots which 
were wanted could not be obtained, as 
holders advanced their prices to 26c. 
The stock is concentrated, and nothing 
is being offered from the West. 

Seeds, 


Canary is a trifle lower, owing to 
lack of demand. Smyrna is obtainable 
at 2c., and Sicily at 2 3-16c. Behr- 
bohm’s London Trade List says: 

“Canary seed is no better, but it cer- 
tainly is no worse; if anything, an ap- 
preciabte increase in consumption is 
perceptible, which is doubtless to some 
extent due to the nutritious value dis- 
covered in canary seed—according to 
Dr. Dyer’s analysis—for poultry feed- 
ing, one firm in Kent informing us that 
they have disposed of 300 bags for this 
purpose lately.’’ Reports of the new 
crop caraway seed state that it may be 
a little dark. The market is quiet at 
5c. Cardamons are unchanged. The 
Chemist and Druggist says: “In June 
424 cases were taken out of the ware- 
houses, and 932 of fresh import took 
their place. While this sort of thing 
continues prices will be feeble. We have 
the biggest stock of cardamoms in 
London now that we have had for six 
years, although the demand has been 
good; the fact being that Ceylon plant- 
ers are overdoing the cultivation some- 
what, and are not giving so much at- 
tention to quality as they are doing to 
quantity.” Celery is quiet at 6%4%c. A 
sale of 2 tons of natural coriander was 
made at 1%c., and this will. buy further 
lots. Bleached is in good demand at 
2%c. German fennel continues to sell 
at 8c. Hemp quiet and unchanged. 
Mustards have been quiet, but all prices 
are firm. The.only sale we heard of 
was one of 25 bags Sicily brown, choice 
new, at 5c. German yellow is held at 
3%@4c. Poppy is firm at 64%@7c, as to 
seller. German rape may be obtained 
at 3@3%c., as to quality. 

Shellac. 


The market has been dull and fea- 
tureless. The cargo of the direct 
steamer Munificent was out of condi- 
tion, and there is the usual annual 
shortage of free goods, with the pros- 
pect of an early advance in the prices 
of all free stock. There has been a 
dearth of news from London and Cal- 
cutta. The market in the former city 
declined 1s. on Tuesday, owing to dull- 
ness. Calcutta is a trifle easier, possi- 
bly owing to a change in the price of 
silver. The shipments the first half of 
July were as follows: To America, 5,500 
cwt., and to United Kingdom 2,600 cwt., 
and to Continent, 1.300 cwt., as against 
1,000, 3,800 and 800 same time last year, 
respectively. Prices remain unchanged. 


Spices. 


There has been considerable activity 
in pepper, and 150 tons Singapore black 
were sold, beside 50 tons October deliv- 
ery, at 9%c. This was bid for the Mc- 
Laurin, due in a month, but declined. 
The price is now 9%@9%c. Acheen is 
9@9%c. About 50 tons of white were 
sold, and the market is now up to 16@ 
164%c, for Penang, and 17%c. for Singa- 
pore.

Ammonia Test for Balsam Copaiba. 


The following circular has been is- 
sued by Mr, Arthur A, Stilwell regard- 
ing the ammonia test for balsam of 
copaiba: 

“It has come to my knowledge that 
the test published by myself, which I 
give below, has been privately at- 
tacked, the claim being made that 
twenty-five (25) per cent. ordinary win- 
dow-glass rosin added to balsarth co- 
paiba delivered by others will stand 
that test. It is almost unnecessary to 
call attention to the fact that this 
would make the balsam so thick it 
would not require an expert to detect 
at once it was not pure, also the smell 
would be quite different from that of 
pure balsam copaiba. My long experi- 
ence in handling the article, of all 
grades in large quantities, fits me to 
state positively all balsam copaiba, ex- 
cept Para balsam or limpid thin bal- 
sam corresponding in quality to Para, 
will answer this,test. I am prepared 
to admit it is possible to defeat this 
test, but the sophistication will show 
some other way. The fact remains, 
however, if balsam copaiba, except thin 
limpid balsam, does not answer this 
test, positively it is not pure. The test 
follows: In a test tube put two and 
one-half parts balsam copaiba to one 
part aqua ammonia 20° U. S. P. Cork 
and shake so as to mix thoroughly. If 
pure, the balsam will at first become 
cloudy; then immediately becomes 
transparent and remains so. If im- 
pure, it will remain cloudy and 
opaque.”

The stotistical situation 
of the Pennsylvania product is gain- 
ing in Strength, the deliveries exceed- 
ing the runs and a considerable reduc- 
tion in stocks during July is expected 
to be shown by the next pipe line re- 
ports. There has been some specula- 
tive trading on the Oil City exchange, 
but it has not been important, and bids 
and offers for certificates have not va- 
ried greatly from the prices quoted by 
the purchasing agencies for credit bal- 
ances. 


Refined and Products. 


There has been very little demand 
for refined in barrels for export, but 
the requirements continue large, the 
total engagements amounting to over 
200,000 barrels, nearly all for bulk ship- 
ment.

There is no marked change in the con- 
ditions affecting trade in general, the 
volume of business being fully up to 
the average for this season of the year, 
while in some lines it is claimed that 
the movement of goods is larger than is 
ordinarily the case during midsummer. 
In the lines of trade represented by 
the Reporter some improvement is 
noted in the movement of drugs and 
dyes, as also in chemicals, while the 
demand for oils and paints has been of 
average Summer proportions. From 
the industrial centers the reports have 
been, in the main, satisfactory, and in 
textiles the outlook is said to be more 
encouraging than it has been for a long 
time. The metal trades continue pros- 
perous and those trades supplying ma- 
teriat and goods to the army and navy 
continue to be stimulated to their ut- 
most capacity. The labor situation 
has developed no important new fea- 
tures, the miners not having as yet 
gone on strike as threatened, nor have

Mercantile paper has been in ir- 
regular demand, but the supply has 
been fair, while rates have been steady. 
Rates at the close were 34%@3% per 
cent. for 60 to 90 days’ indorsements, 
3%@4% per cent. for choice single 
names, having four to six months to 
run, and 44%@5% per cent, for other 
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The British Consul at Formosa writes 
as follows: “A new industry has been 
started at'this port by a British com- 
pany, which has erected buildings and 
godowns for the manufacture of tins, 
and the storage in them of Russian oil 
brought here in bulk.

Trading in Sugar, 
Cotton Oil and Rubber has been quite 
active, and the latter has scored sub- 
stantial gain. The general list of secu- 
rities dealt in on the Stock Exchange 
has varied less than usual, and the 
tone, on the whole, has been firm, due, 
it is believed, to the announcement of 
the opening of negotiations for peace. 
The volume of trading, however, was 
not above the average. 

Sugar stock was active and stronger 
on reports of various kinds, and the 
bear element sought to influence the 
market by a report to the effect that 
President Havemeyer contemplated 
early retirement. The Hawaiian sugar 
interests were also said to have consol- 
idated, but both of these reports were 
later authoritatively denied, and they 
failed to exert important effect. The 
final sales on Friday were at 138%. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 132%4@141, the lowest 
Monday and the highest Wednesday, 
closing to-day at 138% bid. 

Cotton Oil stock was traded in to an 
extent not witnessed in a long time, 
and was regarded with more confidence 
on reports of good showing the concern 
is expected to make.

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Cork Industry of Andalusia. 


The cork industry in Andalusia, 
Spain, is one of some importance, The 
following is a list of the different dis- 
tricts in the province of Andalusia in 
which cork trees are grown, and shows 
the productive capacity of each dis- 
trict.

The months of June and July are 
those in which the operation is com- 
menced of stripping the cork from the 
trees, and this is done by means of an 
axe which cuts down to the inner bark 


‘but no further, as that much consti- 


tutes the growth of the year. The 
bark comes off nearly intact, and when 
laid out is called in Spanish ‘‘plancha 
de corcho,” or in English, perhaps, 
“sheet cork” (e. g., sheet iron, sheet 
lead, etc.). The principal factories for 
making corks out of the sheathing cork 
are in Seville, but there are also others 
in Algeciras and Puerto Real. Most of 
the cork is shipped from Seville, and 
Mr. Johnston, the British Vice-Consul, 
in his report gives the quantity shipped 
in 1897 as 1,293 tons, of the value of 
£64,550, as against 1,159 tons of the 
value of £57,950 in 1896. Some cork from 
the districts of San Roque and Los Bar- 
rios is also shipped from Puente May- 
orga, but this cork is not of the same 
quality as that of the Seville district. 
It is shipped in parcels of 2 quintals 
(202,884 pounds), and for the most part 
is sent to New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton and Mexico. Ready made corks are 
also shipped in sacks of 4 quintals 
(405.768 pounds) to Great Britain, and in 
sacks of 1 quintal (101.442 pounds) to 
Norway, Sweden and Germany.—Brit- 
ish Consular Report. :

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Convention of the Interstate Cotton- 
seed Crushers’ Association. 


The second annual meeting of the In- 
terstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion was held at the Chamber of Com- 
merce Buliding at Atlanta, Ga., on 
July 21 and 22, the mills being well rep- 
resented either in person or by proxy. 

The Executive Committee held a 
meeting om Wednesday evening, at 
which a general programme was laid 
out for the guidance of the convention. 
At this meeting a gavel was presented 
to President Durham on behalf of the 
Reporter, due acknowledgment of 
which was made by the association, as 
will be seen by the report of the pro- 
ceedings given below. 


The only drawback that was ex- 
perienced by the convention. was. the 
crowded condition of the city at the 
time, and had it not been for the 


thoughtfulness of the officers of the 
Southern Cotton Oil Company in se- 
curing a large number of rooms at the 
hotel, for the meanbers of the associa- 
tion, many of the members would have 
been obliged to sleep out of doors, as 
others found it necessary to do. The 
offices of the Southern Oil Company 
were placed at the disposal of the mem- 
bers for their private use while 
in the city, and the various com- 
mittees also used them to prepare re- 
ports for the meeting. Due recognition 
of the services of Messrs. Ransom and 
Smith was made by the convention. 
The social side of the meeting was 
very much in evidence, though some- 
what restricted by the large crowds 
around the hotels. 

“The newly elected President Haskel 
gave a dinner at the Gate City Club to 
the officers and a few invited guests, 
the menu offering the delicacies of the 
season, and the occasion being thor- 
oughly enjoyed by those present. 

As evidence that the association as a 
whole had a good time, it is only neces- 
sary to say that Mr. C. Fitzsimons, of 
Columbia, was the master of ceremo- 
nies, 

The association, by resolution, ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the ad- 
ministration of retiring President Dur- 
ham, who, by the provision of the con- 
stitution, was prohibited from a re- 
election. The newly elected President, 
L. W| Haskell, is, like other managers 
of the Southern Cotton Oil Company, 
a “prince among men,”’ one who in- 
spires confidence, and the more he is 
seen the better he is liked. At the age 
of 20 years he graduated from the 
South Carolina University, in 1868, as a 
civil engineer, and continued in that 
profession and as a cotton planter for 
several years, when he became a man- 
ager of the Southern Cotton Oil Mill at 
Savannah, and later was put in charge 
of the Atlanta Mill. He is also man- 
ager of their new refinery at Savannah. 
Mr. Haskell has co-operated with other 
crushers during the past five years in 
harmonizing the differences among the 
various oil mills in the Atlantic sec- 
tion of the cotton belt, and his efforts 
in that direction have been most suc- 
cessful, 

Mr. George B. Alexander, the newly 
elected Vice-President, is a Mississip- 
pian by birth, and has been connected 

_ with the cotton oil industry since 1868 
as General Manager and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Planters’ Cotton and 
Crushing Company of Greenville, Miss., 
it being one of the largest and best 
equipped mills in the valley. Mr, Alex- 
ander is an all-around man of genial 
disposition, who makes friends wher- 
ever he goes, whether among those 
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with whom he is associated in the cot- 
ton oil business or in other lines of 
trade, 

The association wisely retained its 
present efficient Secretary, Mr. Robert 
Gibson, of Dallas, Tex., who has con- 
tributed largely to the success which 
the organization has thus far attained. 
He is an old oil mill man, having start- 
ed in the business in 1877 with J. V. 
Lewis & Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio. For 
several years past he has been Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Texas Cot- 
tonseed Crushers’ Association, and has 
done much to bring about the harmony 
which exists among the Texas mills. 

The second annual convention of the 
Inter-State Cottonseed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation was called to order at 11 o’clock, 
Thursday morning, July 21, President 
E. M. Durham in the chair and Secre- 
tary Gibson recording. 

Judge Atkinson of the Supreme 
Court, also a Railroad Commissioner, 
and prominent citizen of Atlanta, hav-

ing been introduced by Capt. Neal, 
president of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, made the following address 
of welcome: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the In- 
terstate Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
ton: I want to thank you for the cour- 
tesy you have shown me, and which my 
friends have shown me, in extending this 
invitation to meet you on this occasion, 
Georgia, according to the estimate which 
Georgians place upon it, is a great State, 
and we are but prouder at our pride in 
that State. But Atlantians have labored 
to take a special pride in Atlanta, the 
capital city of this State. This is a hal- 
lowed ground, my fellow countrymen. You 
sit to-day where, if you had sat in 1862 and 
1864, you would have heard the booming 
of cannon, which has long since been 
silenced, and which has been replaced by 
the noise and dust of enterprise. Around 
this spot are clustered memories which 
come to us christened with the tears of 
the noblest women, and consecrated with 
the blood of the bravest men the world 
has ever seen. This hour and this day 
commemorate the glories of the past as 
they have never been commemorated be- 





fore. As I sat this morning in my office 
an old man walked in and greeted me, 
and I shook him by the hand. I recog- 
nized in his face a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic who has made his 
home in Georgia, has come to lend his 
contribution to the building up of the 
Southern section, and as he shook me by 
the hand he said: ‘‘My friend, this hour 
and in this day, this will indeed be a 
united country.’’ History is again being 
made, How far may be its reaching in- 
fluence upon the destiny of this country 
no prophet could foresee. We know that 
in this hour, under the impulse of the 
new genius which has arisen in this 
country the best intellects have been di- 
rected toward industrial enterprise, and 
we have built in the Southern States a 
great industrial center, which is the one 
pride of this great country. 

There was a time in the distant past 
when we were proud to proclaim cotton 
as king, fellow citizens, and it was a 
king in one sense, but it has been sup- 
planted by its younger sons, and the cot- 
ton seed now germinates and breeds 
king. (Applause.) 
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| This suggests to me a single thought. 
We supposed at one time that our fathers 
in the far east and in the north possessed 
a genius and enterprise which enabled 
them to make something out of nothing, 
but it occurs to me that when the South- 
ern business man can sell olive oil to 
the south of France at a profit he dis- 
counts the citizens of the country who 
made nutmegs out of wood. (Laughter.) 
In this hour, in its refined state, this 
staple adorns the table of the best people 
of the world. When you come to think 
of the marvelous product of cottonseed 
in the way of lard, it is enough to make 
a Western hog squeal with envy. In in- 
dicates that our people are turning their 
attention to the substantial development 
of our resources. The successes that have 
come to us have been not alone from arms, 
but in the prosecution of industrial arts. 
It is indeed true that we are learning 
some of the arts of other people. We are 
learning to discount them in using the 


instruments which Providence has placed : 


at our hands for our own hands, and no 
people have made greater progress than 
this Association, which I have the honor 
at this moment to address. The great 
future that awaits this country—of that I 


dare not even speculate. 





We cannot tell 


to what extent the commercial and in- 


dustrial enterprise of this people may lead 


them to carry their products into distant 
lands. We already dream of an empire 


that lies on the other side of the sea— 
the Philippine Islands, to which we will 
soon be shipping our products in increas- 
ing quantities. 

Fellow citizens, in welcoming you to 
the State of Georgia I want you to under- 


stand the estimate that the people of the 
Capital City place upon your present en- 
vironment. Some time ago, when Atlanta 
Was in its infancy, they made the first 
experimental Cotton States Exposition 
out here about two miles from town, and 
they wanted to furnish the visitors from 
the Eastern States an object lesson, and 
they designated one of the influential 
citizens of this town to make an experi- 
ment of cotton in the Exposition grounds. 
In the fall of the year a man came up 
to speak to the laborer who had charge 
of the crop. He enquired of the laborer, 
“What is this that is growing here?” and 
upon being informed that it was cotton 
he replied, ‘‘Why, I did not know that 
was cotton. 1 thought it grew on trees.”’ 
And that added to the laborer’s intelli- 
gence of the average interrogator. The 
laborer, upon being informed that the 
visitor was from Chicago, enquired as to 
the distance of Chicago from Atlanta, 
and upon being told that it was about a 
thousand miles from Atlanta and had 
about two million people, he said he did 
not see how Chicago could be such a 
large city when it was so far away from 
Atlanta, 

The opinion of our people with respect 
to Atlanta, fellow citizens, has been ac- 
centuated with the advancing years. We 
trust that you will avail yourselves of this 
opportunity to become acquainted with 
these progressive people. They will take 
you by the hand, but I would not advise 
you to let them take you too far, because 
a business man in Atlanta is still a busi- 
ness man; he means business. 

This Association, in its particular busi- 


ness, is of great benefit to the human 
race. It is one of the great agencies 
which contribute to the upbuilding of 


this grand country of ours. Not only is 
held here to-day a reunion of the Confed- 
erate Veterans, but it is also a reunion of 
industrial enterprise, and from every- 
where Atlanta extends you a hearty wel- 
come to-day. (Applause.) 

A beautiful gavel having been pre- 
sented to the association by Mr. Bell, 
representing the Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter of New York, the president 
requested Mr. Fitzsimmons, on behalf 
of the association, to thank Mr. Bell 
for the gavel, which he did as follows: 

“We all know Mr. Bell so well that 
there is nothing to be said about him, 
except that the journal he represents 
is as fine as the man who comes among 
us to tell us about it. Although one of 
the youngest men in the hall, I am 
passing over about my eighteenth year 
in the business, and as long as I have 
been in it I have had the pleasure of 
being guided very largely by the infor- 
mation and valuable instruction I have 
received from that journal. I think it 
goes without saying that the ‘man that 
doesn’t read doesn’t think’ in this age, 
and that he cannot keep up with his 
competitors in the race. Following out 
that line of thought, I do not hesitate 
to say that if I have been able to keep 
pace with the other members of the 
oil mill industry, it has been due large- 
ly to all of the journals, and especially 
to the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, 
which has always shown liberality in 
dealing with the interests of the asso- 
ciation, or with anything that would 
promote the development of the indus- 
try, and has aided in bringing it to its 
present dignified position among other 
commercial enterprises of the day. This 
gavel adds to our indebtedness, and I 
move that a resolution be placed upon 
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the minutes of the association, extend- 
ing to the Oil, Paint and Drug Report- 
er its thanks, through Mr. Bell, for 


this additional testimonial of their 
kindness.”’ 
This resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 


President Durham then said: 

“When this association was formed a 
year ago, I had serious doubts that it 
would be successful. In the past sea- 
son, however, we have accomplished 
results to pay a hundred times over for 
the trouble and expense of being united, 
and I am more than satisfied we can 
follow up the lines upon which we have 
begun, and can make this association 
of great value to us for all time. I 
have heard a remark this morning that 
a good many people do not understand 
the object of our association. We want 
not only crushers, but we want all as- 
sociated directly or indirectly with the 
business to come and help us. We 
want cotton seed planters to come and 
join us—any one connected with the 
cotton seed business being welcome to 
our ranks. I would suggest that we 
make due contributions to cover any 
expenses that may arise in connection 
with the association.” 

The treasurer’s report showed total 
receipts for last year, $638.65, and total 
disbursements for last year, $622.45, 
leaving a balance on hand of $16.20. 

The president appointed a committee 
of three—Mr. Sullivan, Mr. Alexander 
and Mr. Haskell—to audit the treas- 
urer’s report. 

Another resolution was introduced by 
Mr. Haskell, to have a committee to re- 
vise the by-laws and rules of the as- 
sociation, and to suggest what changes 
may be necessary. This motion was 
also adopted. 

The president appointed the following 
members on the Committee of Rules 
and Regulations: Mr. Sullivan, Mr. 
Brodie and Mr. Fitzsimmons. 
meeting adjourned 
until Friday morning, at 10 o'clock. 

The second was called to 
order at 10.30 a. m., on Friday, with Mr. 
Durham presiding. 

The first order of business was the 
adoption of the report and recommen- 
dations of the auditing committee, pro- 
viding that the association pay the 
treasurer from the collections for the 
ensuing year the sum of $60.10, which is 
due him. The cummittee also recom- 
mended that the dues of the associa- 
tion be increased to $10 a year, and 
that the salary of the secretary and 
treasurer be increased to $50 a month.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
RULES.

These rules to be binding, and must 
be agreed upon by the parties to the 
transactions. 

PRIME CRUDE OIL. 

Rule 2.—Crude cottonseed oil to pass 
as prime must be made from decorti- 
cated seed, must be sweet in odor and 
tlavor, free from water settlings, and 
must produce prime yellow grade oil by 
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the usual refining methods with a nom- 
inal loss in weight, and shall test not 
exceeding 1 per cent. free fatty acid. 

Provided that the oil shall not be re- 
jected for a nominal amount of set- 
things, but reasonable deduction shall 
be made in value for such settlings. 

Adopted. 

Rule 4.—Summer yellow cottonseed 
oil to pass as prime must be brilliant, 
free from water and settlings, sweet in 
flavor and odor, and of straw color— 
not reddish. 

Terms and conditions: 

Rule 15.—All offers, sales, or pur- 
chases of cottonseed products shall be 
understood as free on board at the mill, 
unless it is especially mentioned to the 
contrary. 

The question of Exchange was 
brought up by Mr. Erwin, who agreed 
with Mr. Haskell that it was entirely a 
matter of contract; that we might as 
well undertake to name the price for 
oil as to name anything of that kind in 
these rules. 

Weights and Measurements. 

Rule 10.—A gallon of oil shall be 7% 
pounds, avoirdupois, 

Rule 11.—A barrel of oil is 50 gallons 
of 7% pounds each. 

Rule 12.—A ton of cake or meal shall 
be 2,000 pounds, unless stated other- 
wise. 

Mr. Boyd—Where a mill is equipped 
and has its scales, and the scales are 
tested by the railroad and found cor- 
rect, we load a tank and the tank is 
‘veighed, and the weight of the tank 
itself is taken from this, and we inz- 
voice this amount. 

Mr. Chandler—There are licensed and 
public weighers and inspectors, and if 
there is any marked difference in the 
weight, it is customary for our peopl 
to call in another inspector, and have 
him weigh the tank. A great many. 
mills in Texas have no scales, but fig- 
ure on their own storage tank, based 
on the capacities and dimensions in 
feet. In all differences of this kind we 
have always been very frank, and ex- 
pect to be, and offer the shippers all 
the information they want in confirm- 
ing our reports. 

Mr. Caffrey—When a tank comes in 
we weigh it. It it varies from the mill 
weights over a hundred pounds up to 
700 pounds, we know what to do. If 
it is a thousand pounds, we order that 
tank taken out of our yard, and imme- 
diately telegraph the miil that there is 
a variation in the gross weight. If it is 
a thousand pounds more than our 
weight, we will not touch it. We ask 
them what we shall do with it. Fre- 
quently they ask us to have it re- 
weighed by an outsider. We have no 
inspector, but we have the scale build- 
er, who frequently comes out to our 
plant at our request, and we have him 
sometimes twice a month to test our 
scales. When we send that to the gell- 
er, the seller has certainly all the ad- 
vantage of us. He has got our money 
in full for a thousand pounds differ- 


ence. We have no recourse in the law. 
Mr. Haskell—Every buyer requires 
mill weights, because he knows they 


are the only fair weights in the busi- 
ness. He knows that if he does not 
give fair weights, the cotton seed 
shipper will stop shipping him, and he 
knows he is in better shape to ascer- 
tain the correct weights than any cot- 
ton seed shipper can be. So every 
seller of crude oil knows that the re- 
finer is better fixed to tell what the cor- 
rect weight is than he is. I do not 
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think any scheme should be gotten up 
which will make these rules practica- 
ble to the majority of buyers, as a 
great many of them live from four to 
five miles out of town, and it would be 
impracticable for them to have the 
weigher go out there, and test their 
oil. Now the custom I work on is to 
give a the shipper the actual weight by 
my scales, whether it is a thousand 
pounds more or whether it is a thou- 
sand pounds under, and a good many 
buyers here to-day know that that is 
the case. 

Mr. Roberts—When we buy cotton- 
seed oil we take our own weights, and 
we see that we are getting what we pay 
for. We hardly ever have any trouble, 
unless it occurs where oil is weighed 
inside of the refinery and not weighed 
on track. I think the oil should be 
weighed on track instead of being 
weighed inside of the refinery. 

Rule 8.—PRIME CAKE.—Cottonseed 
cake to pass as prime must be made 
from good sound, well decorticated seed, 
and produce meal by the ordinary proc- 
ess of grinding, and shall be reasona- 
bly bright in color. Adopted. 

Rule 9.—Cottonseed meal to pass as 
prime must be made from prime cake, 
well ground and reasonably bright in 
color. Adopted. 

Rule 13.—PACKAGES.—Cake shall be 
packed in new Dundee bags, unless 
otherwise stated at the time of pur- 
chase, or afterward agreed upon be- 
tween buyer and seller. Adopted. 

Rule 14.—Prime meal packed in good 
sound Central or Laplata bags, contain- 
ing 100 pounds each, shall be deemed a 
good delivery, unless otherwise stipu- 
lated in contract. Packages must be 
iron bound barrels, new or thoroughly 
cleaned refined petroleum barrels, 
painted or varnished. They must be 
delivered in good shipping order, and 
shall not be under 45 or over 51 gallons 
each; nor shall any one shipment ex- 
ceed an average of 55 gallons per bar- 
rel. On delivery of packages other than 
as above, an allowance not exceeding 50 
cents per barrel shall be made by the 
seller. Adopted. 

Rule 16.—On sales made payment is 
subject to sight draft, with bill of lad- 
ing attached, showing goods delivered 
to carrier in good order. Adopted. 

Rule 19.—Mills selling a good number 
of tanks shall fill tanks of any capacity 
that the buyer may send for the oil, 
unless otherwise stated in contract. 
Adopted. 

Rule 20.—All shipments shall be im- 
mediate, prompt or for some specified 
time. Immediate shipment shall be 
within five working days. Prompt ship- 
ment shall be within ten days. Speci- 
fied shipments shall be in accordance 
with contract. Adopted. 

Rule 21.—TANK CARS.—If more than 
one tank car is to be furnished for the 
same delivery, under one transaction, 
the first car only shall be shipped as 
above, and the balance shall follow as 
rapidly as the seller can with certainty 
load the same. Sellers shall in all cases 
load cars within 48 hours of arrival at 
destination. In all cases the date of 
bill of lading shall be evidence of ship- 
ment. Sellers shall in all cases inspect 
tank cars, and clean them, if necessary, 
at the expense of the buyer, charging 


only actual cost for cleaning same. 
Adopted. 
Mr. Taliaferro thought that there 


should be a maximum charge fixed for 
the cleaning of tank cars, That it would 
be a good idea for the mills to look into 
these tanks, and should they be found | 
dirty, notify the buyer of same before | 
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putting the oil into them. The above 
amendment, offered by Mr. Haskell, 
that sellers should in all cases inspect 
cars, and clean them, if necessary, at 
the expense of buyers, charging only 
actual cost, was adopted. 

Rule 24.—TELEGRAPHIC ORDERS. 
—All offers made by day messages shall 
be open for acceptance by day mes- 
sages, to be sent during the day on 
which the offers are made, the day end- 
ing at midnight, unless otherwise stated 
in offer. All offers made by night mes- 
sage shall be open for acceptance by 
day messages sent before 12 o’clock the 
following day, unless otherwise stated 
in offer. Adopted. 

Rule 26.—BROKERAGE.—On all sales 
of cottonseed products made by regu- 
lar brokers it shall be understood that 





drawn from 5 per cent, of the sacks, 


taken indiscriminately, and shall rep- 
resent an average of the entire lot. 
Adopted. 


(c) Time Contracts.—When time con- 
tracts are made for meal products, and 
quantity is not named, and it is under- 
stood to be for all the products that can 
be made out of the seed up to 12 
o’clock midnight of the last day of the 
contract, the products are to be put in 
condition as speedily as possible after 
the date of expiration of contract. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Brodie—When time contracts are 
made for meal products and the quan- 
tity is not named it is understood to 
be all the meal that can be made out 
of the product of cake up to 12 o’clock 
midnight the last day of contract. Meal 
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the sellers pay brokerage, unless other- 
wise stated in original offer. When a 
broker makes a sale of cottonseed prod- 
ucts, the seller paying the brokerage, it 
shall be understood that the broker has 
earned his brokerage, which shall be 
paid whether the product is delivered 
or not, provided seller is at fault. All 
trades are on basis of prime quality, 
unless otherwise specified. 
SAMPLING BARREL OIL 

(a) Ten per cent, of barrels shall be 
sampled. Tanks shall be sampled so as 
to get a fair average of the total quan- 
tity. Adopted. 

Mr. Haskell said it was very common 
to buy oil by sample, and to do it ac- 
curately, the seller should have an ex- 
pert disinterested man to go to his mill 
and draw a sample of oil from his stor- 
age tank. That oil should then be di- 
vided into three parts. He should have 
one, the buyer should have one, and the 
third sample should be reserved. 


(b) Meal and Cake.—Samples shall be 


to be ground as speedily as pussible 
after the date’of contract. 

Now, regarding oil, where contract is 
made for a quantity, it is to be for all 
oil made by the mill up to 12 o'clock of 
the day of expiration, the settling to 
take place as speedily as possible after- 
ward. Under general rules, in all time 
contracts, it is understood that the mill 
is to run to its full capacity as nearly 
as possible. In the event of stoppage it 
must show sufficient cause, and in the 
absence of stoppage it will be compelled 
to run. 

(ad) Soap Stock.—Sales, unless other- 
wise agreed upon by buyer and seller, 
are sold on basis of 50 per cent. fatty 
acid, not to fall below 40 per cent, to be 
merchantable; delivery to be made in 
iron bound, hardwood packages, or in 
tank cars. Adopted. 

(e) Claims and Rejections.—In 
shipments do not come up to quality 
and quantity at destination, the same 
shall be subject to correction or rejec- 


case 
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tion, as the special case may require. 
Adopted. 

A recess of ten minutes was here 
taken by the committee, during which 
time Mr. Bell addressed the committee 
as follows: 


Address of Louis K. Bell of the Oil, 
Paint & Drug Reporter, New York, be- 
fore the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Convention, Atlanta, July 21, 1898: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

The invitation extended to me by your 
president and secretary to again address 
this Association at its annual convention 
carries with it so much of a compliment 
that I cannot disregard their expressed 
wishes, even though I find it difficult to 
comply in view of the uninteresting char- 
acter of the business in your products 
during the past year. It is pleasant to us 
in the Northern markets to learn, from 
the reports of individual mills which reach 
us from time to time, that the business 
as a whole has not been unprofitable dur- 
ing the season just closing. The course 
of prices in those cottonseed products 
with which we are most familiar has not 
been such as to indicate a satisfactory 
season for the mills, but I find that many 
local conditions have been more favora- 
ble, and it is gratifying to know that 
your by-products, which are not handled 
so largely in the Northern markets, have 
helped to make the net results more set- 
isfactory to stockholders generally than 
the low price of oil would have promised. 
In respect of profits, therefore, I believe 
from all I can learn that your industry 
has been more fortunate than many 
others which at the beginning of the 
year seen... to have a more promising 
outlook. For a brief period during the 
year the course of the lard market was 
such as to temporarily revive the demand 
for compound and lead us to hope that 
this important outlet for cottonseed oil 
might again be opened to an extent that 
would materially benefit the present crop. 
Later developments in lard, however, 
disappointed these expectations, and with 
the large supply of the hog product now 
in sight and the interference with trade 
in the West Indies which has been caused 
by the war, there is little immediate pros- 
pect that the compounders will be an im- 
portant factor in the consumption of your 
product. While the use of oil as an edible 
fat seems to be undiminished in Europe, 
the increased demand, notably from 
Southern Europe, appears to have been 
largely for soap making purposes. Our 
tables of exports from the four principal 
ports show total shipments of 34,000,000 
gallons for the crop year thus far, against 
23,000,000 for the same time last year. Of 
this amount 22,000,000, or 65 per cent., went 
to the Southern European countries, in- 
cluding Belgium and Austria, against 14,- 
000,000, or 59 per cent., last year. France 
alone this year has taken 14,000,000 gal- 
lons of this amount, or over 40 per cent, 
of the total exports of the country, which 
is about the same proportion as it took 
last year, while the year before the ship- 
ments for the same period had been but 
23 per cent, of the total clearances. The 
shortage in the supply of other soap-mak- 
ing oils which began two years ago prob- 
ably explains a considerable part of this 
increase, but it is also due to a growing 
appreciation of the American oil at the 
prices at which it has been obtainable. 

To what extent aqrganization in this 
Interstate Association or in your local us- 
sociations has helped you to make a profit 
in the face of all of the adverse condi- 
tions that have existed, you Know better 
than I. But it has been apparent to those 
of us who have taken an interest in the 
extension of the foreign demand for oil 
that this Association has served a most 
important purpose during the first year of 
its existence in helping to avert the dan- 
ger which was threatened in the proposed 
increase in French duties, Whatever per- 
sonal views any of us may entertain re- 
specting the desirability of duties on im- 
ports, it cannot be gainsaid that the pre- 
vailing policy of the country offers a con- 
stant menace to our export trade in the 
dangers of retaliatory measures on the 
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part of foreign governments to which it 
exposes us. The wider recognition which 
has of late years been given to the policy 
of reciprocity, even by the most rabid 
protectionists, shows that this danger is 
more thoroughly realized and that the ne- 
cessity of being able to avert it is appre- 
ciated. It is a notable fact that in pre- 
paring for “reeiprocity’’ both France and 
the United States first increased their 
duties on a number of articles, and then 
proceeded to reciprocally take off part of 
the increase. Of course, this was better 
than leaving it on, but it did not reach 
the broad idea of reciprocity which is 
necessary to expand the foreign trade in 
our exportable products. The represen- 
tatwe of this organization labored long 
and faithfully to secure for cottonseed 
oil that recognition in the reciprocity ne- 
gotiations with France which the impor- 
tance of the articles in our trade with 
that country warranted. They did not 
accomplish all they set out to, because 
there were longer poles that knocked off 
all the persimmons. But they did avert 
the danger to the industry which lay in 
the proposed further increase of the 
French duties on American cottonseed 
oil, and if nothing else had been accom- 
plished by your organization during the 
first year of its existence the work it did 
in connection with that proposition should 
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entitle it to the cordial support of every 
crusher in the land. Without this asso- 
ciation the influence of the great body of 
crushers, acting simply as individuals, 
would have been far less effective than 
was that of a few representatives of this 
association acting on behalf of the entire 
industry. 

If I may be allowed to suggest it, an- 
other work upon which this organization 
might enter is the extension of the home 
market for your products. We have in 
the past year pointed out in the columns 
of The Reporter the facts which some of 
the crushers perhaps do not fully appre- 
ciate, that the Eastern soap trade is not 
yet educated up to the value of cotton- 
seed oil as a soap stock to the extent the 
Western makers are. A little missionary 
work on the part of the mills co-operat- 
ing through this association, could not 
fail to be beneficial to the industry as a 
whole. What is everybody’s business is 
well known to be nobody’s business, and 
if this work is to be done for the general 
good it will have to be done at the gen- 
eral expense or left to the slow develop- 
ment of time. The same is true of the 
consumption of oil as a food product 
throughout the United States. There is 
no better fat for culinary purposes in the 
world than a pure refined cottonseed oil, 
and even a limited effort this year, if in- 
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telligently directed, would soon greatly 
increase the consumption of oil in this 
| direction—not in some trade-marked imi- 
tation of lard, but as an unadulterated 
substitute for the hog product. Wherever 
a demand is developed for cotton oil, as 
such, it is to the advantage of every mill 
owner and leaves him less at the mercy 
of the owners of trade-marked prepara- 
tions into which his product enters in a 
disguised form. 

More or less of an effort is made by in- 
dividual concerns on behalf of cake and 
meal, and the effect of this work in the 
South has been most salutary. But there 
is yet room in the Northern markets for 
the prosecution of a work which was be- 
gun by the old association and which, it 
carried on, would establish cottonseed 
meal as firmly among the stock foods of 
the North as it is in your own localities. 

The production of corn oil and cake ap- 
pears less menacing to the cottonseed in- 
dustry than it did a year ago. At that 
time there was some apparent prospect 
that the distillers would modify their 
processes so as to enable them to produce 
oil from that portion of the grain which 
is worse than useless in the manufacture 
of spirits. But this prospective supply 
has not yet materialized, and at present 
it does not appear likely to, at least in 
the near future. The increase of produc- 








tion resulting from the opening of new 
glucose works in opposition to those oper: 
ated by the Trust will be a considerable 
item if they are operated on the scale 
which they promise, but there seems tu 
be some uncertainty as to whether these 
works will be a permanent factor, the im. 
pression being that if they are ever oper- 
ated they will be taken into the Trust be- 
fore they have an opportunity to disturb 


the market very much. Statistics as to 
the production of corn oil are not obtain. 
able in any reliable form, but the best 
data we can obtain places it between 10,. 
000,000 and 12,000,000 gallons annually. This 
is rather below estimates made a year 


ago, but I do not think there has been 
any falling off, the difference being ac- 
counted for by the fact that the informa- 
tion obtainable is perhaps a little more 
exact at the present time. “Even these 
figures cannot be reconciled with the Gov- 
ernment statistics of exports, which show 
but little over 3,000,000 gallons a year from 
all ports, That the home consumption 
will make up the difference is hard to be- 
lieve, when we consider the limited num- 
ber of channels in which the commodity

appears. The consumption of corn oil in 
the United States is largely in paints, 
while the export trade is chiefly with Bel- 
gium, where the oil is used as a basis for 
and is said to be without a 
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rival in the production of this article, in 
which Belgium excels all other European 
countries as much as France does in hard 
soaps. 

Inasmuch as the production of oil must 
be confined to the glucose factories, at 


least until some new process has been de- 
vised for the distillers, it is evident that | 
there is not much to be expected in 
the way of increase, excepting as it comes 
in connection with the growth of the glu- 
cose industry. In other words, corn oll 
is, and must remain, a by-product. It will 


probably never pay to produce it as a pri- 
mary product, and this of necessity places 
limitations upon the amount of the out- 
put, 

Every year’s experience only serves to 


emphasize the disadvantages under which | 1 
| In other lines of trade to which your in- 


this industry, and especially the indivil- 
ual mills, labor by reason of the want 
of anything like complete and reliable 
statistics. The extent of the annual crop 
is a matter of guess work, and the only 
feature of the business concerning which 
anything definite is known is the ex- 
portation of oil. How great an amount 
of oil each season has gone into domestic 
channels can only be inferred by deduct- 





ing a known from an unknown quantity, 
and there is equal uncertainty as to the 
amount of stock on hand at the close of a 
season. It has been the effort of the jour- 
nal with which I am associated, and 
which for twenty-five years has been the 
recognized mouthpiece of this industry, 
to collect and publish this information, 
and in this effort we have been success- 
ful to a degree that has served a good 
purpose in the trade. But the statistics 
furnished us have never been so compre- 
hensive as might, with perfect propriety 
and great advantage, be issued for the 
information of all who are interested in 
the trade. Nor have the replies of late 


| years covered so large a percentage of 


the mills as ought to reply to make the 
figures something more than estimates. 


' dustry bears close relation the value of 


statistics has long been appreciated. In 
lard and other provisions, as well as in 
cotton and most other commodities dealt 
in upon the great exchanges of the coun- 
try, the returns made permit of the com- 
pilation of statistics of production, stocks 
and other features, based upon actual re- 
turns, and leaving a very small margin 
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of possible error from estimates. We be- 
lieve that the statistics we seek are not 
withheld because of any fear that ccnfi- 
dence will be violated and individual re- 
turns be given out, except in the form of 
aggregates, but rather because so many 
mill owners ormanagers fail to appreciate 
the value to themselves of complete and 
authentic reports covering all mills. As it 
stands to-day a few large concerns, 
whether crushers or dealers, having cor- 
respondents at many different points, are 
able to obtain enough information to give 
them the advantage over the greater ma- 
jority of mills, which are without the 
means of obtaining such information out- 
side of their own localities. I cannot al- 
low this opportunity to pass without urg- 
ing upon all mills the importance of aid- 
ing in making these statistics complete, 
and we are as ready to co-operate with 
this association as to act on our own re- 
sponsibility in doing all that it is possible 
for us to do toward compiling and dis- 
seminating these important reports. 

On behalf of the journal which I repre- 
sent, its publishers, and for myself, I 
thank you, gentlemen, for the courtesies 
extended to me on this occasion, and also 
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congratulate you upon the success that 
has marked your first year. Let us hope 
that it may be the auspicious beginning 
of such a long career of usefulness that 
shall make your Association conspicuous 
among the many useful commercial or- 
ganizations of this broad land. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Fitzsimmons moved that the en- 
tire report of the Committee on Rules 
governing the sale and delivery of 
products, be adopted and the commit- 
tee discharged.

Mr. Fitzsimmons placed in nomination 
the name of Mr. George B. Alexander, 
of Greenville, Miss., as vice-president, 
which nomination was unanimously 
carried, 

Mr. Robert Gibson was re-elected sec- 
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retary and treasurer, and each of the 
officers responded with a few well 
chosen remarks in appreciation for the 
honor bestowed upon them.

Quinine. 

The market has been firm through- 
out the entire week and manufacturers 
have experienced a good demand from 
consumers, which they have filled at 
20@22c. Several 10,000 oz. orders from 
speculators were turned down. Deal- 
ers are not quoting below 20c., and the 
market is firm, but no change in the 
price is looked for until after the bark 
sale of August 25. 

According to the Chemist and Drug- 
gist the cinchona auctions in Amster- 
dam July 14 passed off well, the tone 
being firmer and in marked contrast to 
the last sale. The offerings had in- 
creased to 7,068 packages, but owing to 
the firmness of the sellers a smaller 
proportion than usual was sold, and 
none was bought for England or Amer- 
ica. The Auerbach Company bought 
4,628 kilos.; the Brunswick, 6,462 kilos.; 
the Mannheim, 3,656 kilos.; Amsterdam, 
3,300 kilos., and various others, 6,113 
kilos. The unit averaged 4.20c. per % 
kilo. (4.10c. at the June auction). 


Of the 26 cases of Java quinine put 
up at auction July 12, in Amsterdam, 
only 6 were sold at 15fl. per kilo., equal 
to 18c. per ounce, the balance having 
been bought in at 154¢fl. 

The total exports of bark from Cey- 
len up to June 21 amount to 395,716 
Ibs., against 346,216 lbs. for the same 
period last year, and 570,361 lbs. in 1896. 


Speaking of the situation in quinine 
in London the Chemist and Druggist 
in a late issue says: “Buyers find it dif- 
ficult to get anything at all from sec- 
ond hands. To assume that this is due 
to scarcity would be preposterous in 
face of the monthly statistics, which 
show that the stock in the warehouses 
at the end of June was 1,604,544 ozs., as 
compared with 1,415,840 oz. at the same 
late last year. It is believed that the 
stock held in private warehouses does 
not take the total in second hands be- 
yond 2,000,000 oz., but, as an explana- 
tion of the present hardness, it is un- 
derstood that a large proportion of the 
stock is held at such a high figure that 
to realize now would mean such a loss 
to the holders that they perforce must 
hold, and others are content or able to 
wait. What the future of quinine will 
be is a mystery which even the manu- 
facturers do not pretend to penetrate. 
So far the Java quinine in toto is nota 
formidable competitor, as the exports 
during the first ten months of manu- 
facture amount to just about 50,000 oz., 
and consisted of 119 cases, of which 54 
went to Holland, 109 to the United 
Kingdom and 25 to the United States. 
But the April consignment amounted 
to 69 cases, 50 of which came to Lon- 
don, and 19 went to Amsterdam—no 
more is being consigned to New York, 
at least for the present, although most

CASTOR OIL.—The demand is light, 
but the price is steady, owing to the 
firm market for beans. 

CHLORAL HYDRATE.—The price 
was advanced 40c. on Saturday, owing 
to a decision classifying it at 55c, per 
lb., under paragraph 67 of the act of 
1897, instead of at 25 per cent, under 
paragraph 68. The paragraph reads as 
follows: ‘Medicinal preparations con- 
taining alcohol, or in the preparation 
of which alcohol is used, not specially 
provided for in this act, 55c. per Ib., but 
in no case shall the same pay less than 
25 per cent. ad valorem,” 


COCOA BUTTER.—The August auc- 
tions will be held Tuesday, and only 
30 tons will be offered in London and 
30 tons in Amsterdam. In anticipation 
of higher prices the foreign market 
has advanced to 1s. and the spot mar- 
ket to 28c, There has been considerable 
demand during the past two days, but 
holders have declined to quote below 
this, and at 28c. have offered only lim- 
ited quantities of prime Dutch. On Fri- 
day there was an active demand for 
12-lb, boxes and about 700 changed 
hands at 29@30c., the market closing 
firm at 30@3l1c., with an upward tend- 
ency. 

COD LIVER OIL.—Dealers report the 
import cost $25.50, but the spot price is 
$25@26, though firm at this. The de- 
mand has been light. 


ERGOT.—There has been some de- 
mand for export, and prices here are 
steady but unchanged. 

FORMALDEHYDE.—The supply ap- 
pears to be ample for the present, and 
22c. will buy. 

GLYCERINE.—The demand is light, 
but the market for C. P. is firm at 
former prices on account of the high 
price of crude. In one instance the 
drum price is being shaded to 12%c. 
by a soap maker. The demand for dy- 
namite has fallen off, and with an ac- 
cumulation of stocks makers have dis- 
played a willingness to make conces- 
sions. A sale of 100 drums was made 
at a private price, but supposed to 


have been in the neighborhood of 11\%c. 


The asking price is 11@11%c. for soap- 
makers, but up to 12%c. is also asked. 


HOPS.—The demand for home and 
export is still light, and prices have a 
weak tendency, in spite of estimates of 
small crops the coming season. Prime 
1897 State is 10@1lc. and Pacific Coast 
10c. 

MENTHOL.—The market is dull at 
$2@2.05, notwithstanding the cost of 
importation is $2.20. 

QUICKSILVER.—The agency re- 
duced the price on Wednesday to 57%c. 
in 1@25 flask lots, $42.50 in 25@100 flask 
lots and $42 in 100 flasks and over. 
Dealers quote 564%c. No reason is given, 
but it is possible that it was caused by 
shipments of “outside’’ lots from Cali- 
fornia to this market. They are due 
here shortly. 

SUGAR OF MILK.—The demand has 
continued excellent at 9@10c. for home 
and export. 

VANILLIN.—The market is firm and 
unchanged. 

Balsams. 

There has been quite a clearing up of 
lots held by importers, the sales to 
dealers having been 13 cases Angostura, 
at 39c.; 28 kegs Maracaibo, at 36c.; 60 
drums Para, at 36c., and 23 bbls. Para, 
at 40c. A lot of 17 bbls, Para is held 
at 42c., and 10 cases Angostura at 40c. 
The jobbing price has been reduced by 
the pressure of arrivals, and 40c. will 
buy Central American. Peru is quiet, 
at $2.00@2.10, although some dealers ask 
higher prices. Tolu is dull at 33@34c., 
with a large stock in first hands. 


The price of Angostura tonca is mere- 
ly nominal at $1.40 in a jobbing way. 
There has been another arrival of new 
crop, amounting to 15 barrels. The de- 
mand is light. Vanilla are unchanged 
and featureless. The Chemist and 
Druggist says: “From Bordeaux we 
hear that the arrivals of the 1897-98 
crop are finished, and the reports from 
Reunion are unanimous in confirming 

by estimate of the crop as only half 
of that of last year. The cyclones in 
the Islands of Mayotte and Comores 
have completely devastated all the 
plantations, and. there is only from 15,- 
000 to 20,000 kilos of vanilla available. 
The prices are excessively low, and not 
in keeping with the position of the arti- 
cle.

On Monday cables 
came in reporting an advancing market 
and small stocks. This started buy-

@2.35. The stock is now better concen- 
trated and dealers ask $2.35@2.50, as to 
brand, but the inside could probably 
be shaded in a jobbing way. The sit- 
uation is reviewed editorially. Anise is 
firm at $1.75. Cassia has been marked 
up to $1.20@1.35, but »o further busi- 
ness has been done. Reports from 
abroad are to the effect that high test 
cannot be replaced at the price ruling 
to-day. The spot stock of all grades 
is light. Citronella is dull at 26@30c., 
as to style of package. The exports of 
this of] from Ceylon during the present 
year are the heaviest on record. No 
less than 594,483 pounds has been sent 
out; of this, 391,162 pounds has gone 
direct to America and 183,262 pounds 
has come to London. The exports for 
the corresponding periods of 1897 were 
514,908 pounds, for 1896 380,503 pounds, 
and for 1895 404,171 pounds. There is a 
firmer feeling in clove, owing to a stiff- 
ening in the market for the spice. 
Dealers generally ask 624%@65c., but 60c. 
might possibly buy a little. Lemon is 
strong for shipment later in the year, 
and prices are somewhat above those 
quoted for spot. Pepperment is qulet, 
though firm. Sassafras is dull, though 
unchanged, at 31@32c. Saffrol held 
at 38c., and artificial at 28@30c. Worm- 
wood is in small supply, and none is 
being offered; quoted at $2.50@2.75, al- 
though some dealers ask up to $3. 

Flowers. 

Reports of the new crop German 
chamomiles continue strong, and 35@ 
38c. is the spot price. Saffron is gen- 
erally held at $9.25, but $9 will buy. 

Gums. 

Arrivals this week of 258 boxes Cura- 
cao aloes were sold at 244c., the job- 
bing price remaining at 2%@3c: 

Camphor is steady at the recent de- 
cline, which is said to have been caused 
in a measure by a decline in crude and 
refined abroad, refiners not wishing to 
invite any more competition. English 
im ounces is selling at 35c. and Japan- 
ese at 36@37c. The export of crude 
from Canton and Hong Kong from 
Jan. 1 to June 4 amounted to 9,222 
boxes.

We publish to-day a summary of the 
recommendations of the Petroleum 
Committee, which, after an inquiry ex- 
tending over four years, has now made 
its report. The short account of the 
matter cannot be better given than in 
the words of our Political Notes. The

It was in the power of those 
who object to the raising of the flash- 
point to reverse the decision arrived at 
by a bare majority, but they declined, 
no doubt wisely, to do so. That it was 
in their power serves, however, to ac- 
centuate the fact that the advocates of 
a high flash-point have throughout the 
proceedings taken a comparatively 
languid interest in any other part of 
the inquiry. 


Mr. Collings, the Chairman of the 
committee, vindicating himself against 
misrepresentations, observes, as we 
ourselves did afew days ago, that public 
safety has been the stalking-horse, but 
that the real contest is nothing more or 
less than one between opposing trade 
interests. Russian petroleum contains 
a far larger percentage of heavy paraf- 
fins than the American variety; there- 
fore, the sale of Russian oil would be 
greatly helped by a law excluding the 
lighter oils .from the market, The 
Scotch paraffin industry is in a de- 
pressed condition because its product 
cannot compete with American petro- 
leum; therefore, whatever raises the 
price or shortens the supply of the 
American oil is calculated to do it good.

Explosions in lamps 
In properly made 
lamps they are impossible from the 
cause alleged, for the reason that the 
vapor in the reservoir can get no access 
to the flame. In badly made lamps they 
rarely occur, and are next to impossible 
to produce experimentally, for the sim- 
ple reason that petroleum vapor, like 
coal gas, is explosive only when mixed 
with air in proper proportions, and the

Chicago Oil Market. 
Chicago, July 28, 1898. 

LINSEED OIL.—Dulliness and uncer- 
tainty appear to be the salient features 
of the local market. Outside of a few 
deliveries on contract (and very few) 
and about the ordinary jobbing inquiry 
incident to midsummer, there is no bus- 
iness in sight. Some crushers report an 
inquiry for futures unusually active for 
the season; others, otherwise. On the 
whole, the sentiment of local concerns 
is one of hesitancy. Stocks are abun- 
dant, but there seems to be no disposi- 
tion to sacrifice them, even in the face 
of a drooping seed market and free of- 
ferings by out-of-town mills. The Chi- 
cago market may be quoted at about 
32c. There was a sale of Minnesota oil 
reported yesterday at a slightly lower 
figure (perhaps 3l1c.). Chicago concerns 
are divided in sentiment as to the poli- 
cy of meeting this disturbing element 
by a reduction which may or may not 
settle the entire question for several 
weeks to come. The preponderance of 
judgment just now is rather against it. 
All sorts of rumors have been floating 
around as to a combination of inde- 
pendents. Unquestionably such rumors 
rest upen a substratum of fact, yet the 
formation of such a combination seems 
as far away to-day as it did six weeks 
ago. Geographical considerations con- 
stitute a potent factor; and, with Min- 
nesota and Western New York holding 
aloof, Chicago crushers find their hands 
virtually tied. At the same time stocks 
here are ample, and there is plainly 
perceptible a sentiment which—if not 
revengeful—is certainly self-protective. 

FLAXSEED.—The total receipts and 
shipments, by rail and lake, for the 
past six days, as reported by the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade, are shown 
in the following table, which also 
states the total movement for the pre- 
vious week and for the corresponding 
period of last year.

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Internal Revenue Law Decisions. 
Washington, July 29. 
The Commissioners of Internal. Reve- 
after hearing the manufacturers 
of pharmaceutical preparations con- 
cerning the proper interpretation of 
Schedule B and Section 20 of the new 
war revenue law, has revised the regu- 
lations prepared early in the present 
month and published’ in these dis- 
patches under date of July 8. The reg- 


nue, 


ulations, though amended in numerous” 


provisions, do not constitute any very 
important concessions to the manufac- 
turers, but they will have the effect of 
relaxing to some extent the severe re- 
strictions against the advertising of 
standard pharmaceuticals which were 
imposed by the circular as originally 
prepared by the Bureau, The Commis- 
sioner has taken advantage of this op- 
portunity to revise his rulings with re- 
gard to a number of important ques- 
tions, and in the forthcoming regula- 
tions he will incorporate the Depart- 
ment’s latest view of these matters. 
The full text of the revised regulations 
is as follows: 

The liability of medicinal prepara- 
tions to stamp tax is to be determined 
wholly by reference to the first para- 
graph of Schedule B as construed and 
interpreted by the provision of section 
20 of the act of June 13, 1898. 

The first absolute prerequisite to the 
imposition of this tax is that the article 
should be medicinal in its character. It 
is to be observed, however, that while 
some articles and substances are used 
exclusively, or nearly s0, in materia 
medica, other articles and substances 
which are not so exclusively used may 
become medicinal articles, subject to 
tax, by being held out and specially ad- 
vertised as remedies or specialties for 
any disease affecting the human or ani- 
mal body. In this way certain articles 
usually regarded in the class of foods or 
beverages may be placed in the cate- 
gory of taxable medicinal preparations. 
Soaps may also be placed in the cate- 
gory of taxable articles by being adver- 
tised as remedies or cosmetics. ; 

There is a common error prevailing in 
the community to the effect that the 
tax on medicinal preparations is a tax 
exclusively on proprietary or patent 
medicines, or those put up under some 
trade mark. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. The last sentence of 
the provision to section 20 is held by 
this office to be a legislative construc- 
tion and interpretation of Schedule B. 
and it brings within the purview of the 
law a vast variety of medicinal prepa- 
rations which are not proprietary, pat- 
ented or trade-marked. 

The last clause of section 20, Act of 
June 13, 1898, is as follows: 

“The stamp taxes provided for in 
Schedule B of this act shall apply to all 
medicinal articles compounded by any 
formula, published or unpublished, 
which are put up in a style or manner 
similar to that of patent, trade-mark 
or proprietary medicine in general, or 
which are advertised on the package or 
otherwise as remedies or specifics for 
any ailment, or as having any special 
claim to merit, or to any peculiar ad- 
vantage in mode of preparation, qual- 
ity, use or effect.’’ 

This is undoubtedly entitled to pecul- 
lar weight as a legislative interpretation 
of that part of Schedule B which relates 
to medicinal articles. 

This office construes said clause as 
follows: 

“Any medicinal article which is com- 
pounded by any formula, published or 
unpublished,” will be held to be tax- 
able under Schedule B, Act of June 13, 
1898, when it is: 

1. “Put up in style or manner similar 
to that of patent, trade-mark or pro- 
prietary medicine in general,” or, 

2. “Advertised on the package or 
otherwise as (a) remedies or specifics 
for any ailment; (b) as having any spe- 
cial claim to merit; as (c) having any 
peculiar advantage in mode of prepa- 
ration, quality, use or effect.” 

Under 1 any medicine will be held to 
be put up in “style or manner similar,” 
etc., when the package, carton, wrapper, 
label, bottle or container resembles in 
one or more particulars any make or 
brand of “patent, trade-mark or pro- 
prietary medicine in general.” 

For example, the use of a trade mark 
upon a medicine makes it taxable. Also, 
the use of the maker’s name, or any 
other person’s name in the possessive 
form immediately before the name of 
the medicine, as “Smith’s Pills,” or the 
use of any name immediately following 
the name of the medicine. This shall 
not be construed, however, to prohibit 
the name of the physician who was the 
author of the formula immediately fol- 
lowing the name of the medicine. Nor 
shall it be construed to prohibit the 
name of the manufacturer being blown

Under 2 (a) any medicinal article will 
be held to be “‘advertised on the pack- 
age or otherwise as remedies or speci- 
fics for any ailment” if there is any 
statement whatever upon any part of 
the article of any “disease or affection 
of the human or animal body” for 
which the contents should or might be 
used, This shall not be construed, how- 
ever, as prohibiting the printing of the 
formula and the dose on the label, or 
words indicating the therapeutic action 
of the medicine in purely technical lan- 
guage not in common use. 

Under 2 (b) and (c) any medicinal 
article will be held to be advertised on 
the package or otherwise as having 
any special claim to merit, or to any 
peculiar advantage in the mode of 



































































preparation, quality, use or effect, 
when any description of it either on the 
package or otherwise includes any 


statement to the effect that it has a 
peculiar merit or value over other like 
articles, or other articles of the same 
class. Or when it has any word, 
phrase, or sentence, either in the title, 
or formula, or otherwise, which indi- 
cates its superior merit over articles of 


its class. 
For example, “Tasteless Quinine,” 
“Improved Cod Liver Oil,” but this 


shall not be construed to exclude the 
words “pure,” “chemically pure,” etc., 
which have for their object the defini- 
tion of the grade of the article, or the 
words, “granulated,” ‘crystalized,” 
“pressed,” “resublimed,” etc., intended 
to indicate the manner of manufacture, 
and which indicate only well known 
and established methods of manufac- 
ture. 
RECAPITULATION. 

1. All medicinal proprietary articles 
and preparations must be stamped. 

3. All medicinal patent articles and 
preparations must be stamped. 

3. All medicinal trade mark articles 
and preparations must be stamped. 

4. All medicinal articles compounded 
by any formula published or unpub- 
lished, which are put up in a style or 
manner similar to that of patent, 
trade mark, or proprietary medicines 
in general, or which are advertised on 
the package or otherwise as remedies 
or specifics for any ailment, or as hav- 
ing any special claim to merit, or to 
any peculiar advantage in mode of 
preparation, quality, use or effect, must 
be stamped. 

5. All medicinal articles or composi- 
tions whatsoever which if prepared by 
any formula published or unpublished, 
or held out or recommended to the pub- 
lic by the makers or vendors or propri- 
etors thereof as proprietary articles or 
preparations, or as remedies or speci- 
fics for any disease or diseases or affec- 
tion whatever affecting the human or 
animal body must be stamped. 

BULK PACKAGES. 

Articles subject to stamp tax under 
Schedule B, act of June 13, 1898, are 
equally liable to stamp tax when sold 
in what are termed bulk packages, as 
when sold in retail packages, and the 
value of the stamp or stamps to be af- 
fixed must correspond with and be pro- 
portionate to the price of a single retail 
package. 

This ruling specially applies to Day 
rum and cologne waters, vaseline and 
petroleum, which are taxable under the 
head of perfumery and cosmetics, and 
to bitters and other medicines when 
sold in kegs, barrels, etc. 

Dealers may retail directly to the 
consumer from such bulk packages as 
have been properly stamped by the 
manufacturer or importer, drawing 
from the same in quantities to suit 
their customers without any additional 
stamping, but the stamps attached to 
such bulk packages will only protect 
the original contents. 

If bulk packages are broken up by 
the dealer drawing off the contents into 
smaller vessels to be put upon his 
shelves, or otherwise kept for future 
sales, the contents so drawn off cease 
to be identified with the stamped pack- 
age in which they were originally put 
up by the manufacturer or sold by the 
importer, and such contents so put up 
become liable to seizure if stamps are 
not affixed to them. 

The contents of bulk packages liable 
to tax under Schedule B, which were in 
the hands of retailers on the Ist day of 
July, 1898, and therefore unstamped, 
must be stamped when sold at retail 
from said packages proportionately to 
the retail price of the whole package. 

SAMPLES. 

Samples of medicinal preparations 
and perfumery and cosmetics, taxable 
under Schedule B, may be removed 
from the place of manufacture for free 
distribution without stamp or payment 


of tax. 
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Every sample so removed, however, 
must have legibly printed thereon the 


following notice: 
“This is a free sample removed from 


the factory for gratuitous distribution. 
Any person selling or exposing for sale 
this sample at any time will be lable 
to all the pains and penalties of the law 
denounced against persons selling or 
exposing for sale unstamped articles 
taxable under Schedule B, act of June 
13, 1898.’’ 

ARTICLES ON HAND JULY 1, 1898. 

The statute governing this matter Is 
as follows: 

“That all articles and preparations 
provided for in this schedule which are 
in the hands of manufacturers or 
wholesale or retail dealers on the first 
day of July, 1898, shall be subject to 
the payment of the stamp taxes herein 
provided for, but it shall be deemed a 
compliance with this act as to such ar- 
ticles on hand In the hands of whole- 
sale or retail dealers as aforesaid, who 
are not the manufacturers thereof, to 
affix the proper adhesive tax stamp at 
the time the packet, box, bottle, pot, or 
phial, or other Inclosure with its con- 
tents is sold at retail. (Schedule B, act 
of June 13, 1898.) 

Under this provision it ts held that 
articles Hable to tax in the hands of a 
retail dealer who is not the manufac- 
turer thereof, July 1, 1898, must 
stamped by such retail dealer when he 
sells them at retail. In stamping such 
articles the retail price fixed by the 
manufacturer must be adhered to by 
the retail dealer. 

Articles liable to tax in hands of 
wholesale dealers who are not the man- 
ufacturers. thereof on the Ist day of 
July, 1898, may be sold by such whole- 
sale dealer t@* other wholesale dealers 
or to retail dealers without stamping 
the same, the obligation to stamp being 
limited to sales at retail. ~ 

All articles in the hands of manufac- 
turers on said date liable to tax must 
be stamped before removal from the 
place of manufacture. 

Dealers in stamping articles on hand 
July 1, 1898, when sold at retail, must 
adhere to the retail price ~~ fixed by the 
manufacturer and stamp the article ac- 
cordingly, and not according to some 
“cut price.” 

RETAIL PRICE. 

The manufacturer or importer must 
fix the retail price or value of the tax- 
able articles under Schedule B, manu- 
factured or imported by him, and af- 
fix the corresponding adhesive stamps 
to the same before removal from the 
place of manufacture or importation. 
This duty is imposed on the manufac- 
turer or importer by law. It is believed 
that no one is so competent as he to 
determine the retail price or value of 
his products or importations, and he 
will be held strictly responsible for a 
due compliance with the statute. 

This retail price or value is a price 
such as a single package or other small 
quantity would be sold at to consumers 
at the place of manufacture. If the 
manufacturer fixes the retail price in 
good faith according te this rule, he 
need apprehend no complaint if at dif- 
ferent times and in different places the 
article is retailed for a greater or less 
sum than denoted by the stamps af- 
fixed thereto. 

EXPORT — ARTICLES EXPORTED 
WITHOUT STAMPING AND 
DRAWBACK ON STAMPED 
ARTICLES EXPORTED. 

Articles liable to tax under Schedule 
B, when intended for exportation, may 
be manufactured and sold or removed 
without having the stamps affixed 
thereto, and without being charged 
with tax as afo-esald, by giving bonds 
and complying with regulations to be 
provided by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue and approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. See pro- 
vision to section 22, act of July 13, 1898. 
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An allowance of drawback on articles 
mentioned in Schedule B which have 
already been stamped and afterward 
exported is allowed by section 26, act 
of June 13, 1898, which reads as follows: 

“Section 20. There shall be an allow- 
ance of drawback on articles mentioned 
in Schedule B of this act on which any 
internal revenue tax shall have been 
paid, equal in amount to c.ne stamp 
tax paid thereon, and no more, when 
exported, to be paid by the warrant of 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the 
Treasurer of the United States, out of 
any money arising from internal taxes 
not otherwise appropriated: Provided, 
that no allowance of drawback shall be 
made for any such articles exported 
prior to July 1 1898. The evidence 
that any such tax has been paid as 
aforesaid shall be furnished to the sat- 
isfaction of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue by the person claiming 
the allowance of drawback, and the 
amount shall be ascertained under such 
regulations as shall be prescribed from 
time to time by said Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury.” 

IMPORTED ARTICLES. 

All medicinal articles and perfumeries 
and cosmetics imported from foreign 
countries are liable to the stamp tax 
as similar articles of domestic manu- 
facture, in addition to the import duty 
on the same, and the stamps must be 
affixed by the owner or importer be- 
fore the same are sold or offered for 
sale, and affixed in the same manner 
upon every packet, box, bottle, phial or 
other inclosure containing the same. 

No exception is made in this respect 
for articles sold in original and un- 
broken packages, in which the bottles 
or other packages were packed by the 
manufacturer before the importation. 
All such must be unpacked for the pur- 
pose of stamping the primary package. 
Importers may, however, supply manu- 
facturers abroad with internal revenue 
stamps to be there affixed and can- 
celed, to the respective articles, before 
shipment. 

COLLECTORS TO MAKE EXAMINA- 
TIONS. 

Collectors and revenue agents. will 
make examinations of the retail drug 
stores, pharmacies and other places in 
their districts, to ascertain if the med- 
icinal articles and other articles men- 
tioned in schedule B, contained in the 
stock and offered for sale, are stamped 
according to law under the foregoing in- 
structions, 

In cases where the officer is not able 
to determine liability to tax, or where 
there is reasonable doubt, samples 
should be sent to this office for decision. 
Samples sent for this purpose should 
include all wrappings, circulars, adver- 
tisements, etc., pertaining to the sam- 
ple in question, and should be accom- 
panied by a letter of transmission, giv- 
ing full information concerning the 
same. 





It will be seen that while the depart- 
ment has followed the opinion of the 
Attorney General, printed in these col- 
umns last week, with reference to the 
exemption of samples of medicinal 
preparations from stamping, it has ig- 
nored the obvious inferences to be 
drawn from the opinion referred to, 
that samples of perfumery and _ cos- 
metics cannot be distributed without 
stamping, and has made a broad ruling 
conceding the same privilege to all lines 
of goods. This decision has been arrived 
at after full consideration by the Com- 
missioner, who thinks that the intent of 
the law was to tax only such goods as 
are placed on the market for sale. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau last 
week promulgated a decision, as report- 
ed in these dispatches, which has pro- 
voked much comment, and which the 
Reporter’s correspondent is officially 
informed will be rescinded at an early 
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date. In reply to an inquiry from a 
dealer in a number of articles, the Com- 
missioner stated that among prepara- 
tions which the Internal Revenue 
Bureau has held to be taxable were 
cold pressed castor oil and spirits of 
camphor. When the attention of the 
officials of the bureau was called to the 
obvious absurdity of taxing two stand- 
ard articles made by processes open to 
all manufacturers, and under no pos- 
sible construction coming within the 
purview of the law, he was assured that 
the decision was based upon a misap- 
prehension as to the character of the 
goods. If the castor oil were advertised 
as “Improved Cold Pressed Castor Oil,” 
or “Smith’s Cold Pressed Castor Oil,” it 
would come within the category of 
stampable preparations; the standard 
product, however, would not be re- 
quired to be stamped. As to spirits of 
camphor, the statement is made that 
this, too, is an error of classification, as 
common spirits of camphor put up in 
the usual manner is compounded by 
every druggist in the country, and is 
not liable to stamping unless sold under 
a special form of proprietary name. 
Many inquiries have been received by 
the Commissioner as to the liability of 
retail druggists who compound and sell 
small quantities of taxable specialties 
to penalties under the revenue act for 
failure to make monthly returns to the. 
local collectors of internal revenue of 
business done by them. The Commis- 
sioner has been loath to take up this 
question for a categorical reply, as the 
law seems clearly to require the returns 
to be made, while the Internal Revenue 
Bureau has no facilities for receiving 
and tabulating these returns, and it is 
not regarded as at all essential to the 
rigid enforcement of the law. The Re- 
porter’s correspondent is authorized to 
state that the Internal Revenue Bureau 
regards this feature of the law as im- 
practicable, and will not now attempt 
to enforce it. Should it become neces- 
sary to do so later, ample notice will 
be given the drug trade before any 
steps are taken.

Vanilla Cultivation in Seychelles, 

The Kew authorities have issued 
some information regarding the culti- 
vation of vanilla in Seychelles, and this 
is how attractive the pursuit looks 
when described in a daily paper: ‘‘The 
Mexican system of allowing the vines 
to grow under trees nearly wild is al- 
most universally adopted at present, 
and is a decided improvement on the 
old system of training the vine on arti- 
ficial supports. Nothing pays better 
than vanilla. Its production costs the 
planter Rs. 3 per pound, and as prices 
vary from Rs. 8 to Rs. 16 the pound, a 
net profit of from Rs. 5 to Rs. 13 is the 
result, This year the average price was 
Rs. 15 the pound. The yield may be 
taken to be 200 lbs. an acre. Taking, 
therefore, an average of Rs. 10, an acre 
of vanilla should produce Rs. 2,000. 
Most of the land in Seychelles is in the 
hands of private owners, and it is dif- 
ficult to estimate its cost, but it may 
be taken that land can be bought at 
from Rs. 100 to Rs. 200 the acre. It has 
been stated that land owners are re- 
luctant to part with their land, but not 
much difficulty need be anvrehended on 
this score, provided that purchasers are 
prepared to pay ready money. There is 
some land belonging to the Government 
well adapted for vanilla cultivation 
which can be leased for periods vary- 
ing from nine to twenty-one years, Sey- 
chelles is, unfortunately, almost a terra 
incognita, but there is little doubt that 
if the scores of young Englishmen who 
leave the Mother Country year after 
year for other lands knew of it, they 
would give the preference to an Eng- 
lish colony which offers advantages not 
to be met with elsewhere for the invest- 
ment of small capital, say £1,000.”—

The market, taken as a whole, has 
been almost devoid of interesting fea- 
tures, The mills are not buying large- 
ly, and with a dullness permeating the 
entire trade, dealers have not been en- 
couraged to lay in stocks. Everything 
appears to be of the hand to mouth or- 
der. 

ALBUMEN.—The market remains 
dull and the situation unchanged, deal- 
ers continuing to quote 65c, for egg and 
16@20c, for blood. 

ANILINE OIL.—Benzole is lower, 
hence the price of oil hag declined to 
10@10%c., the demand having been 
comparatively light. 

ANILINE SALT.—The demand is 
fair, but the price is lower by reason 
of lower prices on benzole and a de- 
sire on the part of speculators to sell 
stock that cost them considerably more 
than the present market. We quote 
84@8tec., as to quantity. 

COCHINEAL.—Reports from London 
speak of an advance of %d. on all 
grades, but this market has not re- 
sponded. It is said that all of the 
stock in the Canary Islands was 
shipped to London for fear that the 
islands might be biockaded by the 
United States, 

CUTCH.—Dealers report a steady de- 
mand, especially for the better grades. 
Prices range between 34%4@8%e., as to 
quality. 

Fuerst Brothers & Co. have received 
the following’ mail advices from their 
correspondents: ‘‘Since our last advices 
little or nothing has been done, owing 
to the great advance in prices at Ran- 
goon. We must fear that the new sea- 
son will open almost as high as present 
figures, since all stocks everywhere are 
being used up, and there will be in all 
probability a rush for new _ season’s 
cutch as soon as ever there is any ob- 
tainable. Shipments up to date from 
Rangoon were as follows: During this 
years 2,650 tons, as compared with 3,920 
tons in 1897, and 6,600 tons in 1898. Great 
scarcity is bound ‘to get in toward the 
end of this year, as new cutch cannot 
reach Europe until about January. 

DIVI DIVI.—The market has been 
steady at $42.50@50, as to quantity. The 
demand has been light. Arrival of 597 
bags late in the week was held at $40. 

DEXTRINE—Makers report a good 
demand for potato and corn varieties, 
but at unchanged prices. 

GAMBIER.—The market has been 
comparatively quiet, but the price is 
steady. The Columbus has finished dis- 
charging, which leaves no goods on the 
dock. Sales of about 400 bales were 
made during the week ex this vessel at 
2%c. To arrive, we hear of a sale of 50 
tons of August-October sail shipment at 
2%c. Other sales aggregating 300 tons 
at this price were reported, but lacked 
confirmation. Steamer shipment is 
quoted at 2.70c. The spot market closes 
steady at 2%@3c., as to quantity and 
quality. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
market is quiet and devold of interest- 
ing features, at 1.60@2c., as to quality. 

INDIGO.—The spot market is quiet 
and featureless. The following details 
of the last London sales appeared in the 
Commercial Record: 

The sales which commenced on the llth 
inst. closed yesterday. The quantity de- 
clared for sale was 8,840 chests, of which 
236 were not printed or withdrawn previ- 
ous to the opening of the sales, leaving 
the total quantity to be offered 8,504 
chests, consisting of 4,289 Bengal, Tirhoot, 
ete., 1,281 Oude and Plant Oude, 92 Bim- 
lipatam, 2,088 Kurpah, 355 Dry Leaf Mad- 
rias, 379 Bombay (30 Figs and 74 Hoody), 
and the remainder sundries, 

Holders have throughout been very free 
sellers, and many parcels both of Bengal 
and Oudes being sold absolutely without 
reserve, prices have been extremely ir- 
regular, and frequently have shown a 
greater decline than that quoted. 

As compared with April sale the aver- 
age rates have been about as follows: 

Bengal—Good middling to good, fully, 
jd, discount; good ordinary to middling, 
3d. to 4d. discount; ordinary, 3d. to 4d, dis- 
count, Oudes—Ordinary to good, 3d. to 4d. 
discount. 

Kurpah.—The assortment offered was 
good, but the relative cheapness of Oudes 
and ordinary qualities of Bengal has very 
much lessened the competition for this 
description. The rates have been: 

Good ordinary to good, 3d. to 4d. de- 
cline; low and ordinary, 2d. to 3d. decline, 

Dry leaf Madras has been in very poor 
demand, and the bulk of the quantity sold 
realized only 2d. to 3d, under April value, 

Bimlipatam.—A few small lots sold at 
about 3d. discount. 

Bombay kinds have been in demand. A 
small parcel of inferior Fig was forced off ° 
at 84d., but importers generally have held 


| tor 10d. to 1ld., and Hoody has been held 


for 1s. 10d. to 1s. to 11d. 

Of the total quantity brought forward 
(8,840 chests) 6,010 have been withdrawn 
and bought in, leaving 2,880 sold in the 
room, to which must be added 770 of the 
withdrawn and bought in, making a total 
of 3,600 disposed of. 

The course of the market for some 
months past has been entirely governed 
by the manifest desire of consumers and 
dealers, all over Europe, to reduce their 
stocks, and the consequence has been that 
although consumption has, according to 
the most reliable information been very 
good almost everywhere, all the markets 
have been in a dull and drooping condi- 
tion. Importers have for some time past 
shown willingness to meet buyers, but 
little business has been done either pri- 
vately, or at the last few public sales, the 
buying having been limited to the very 
barest requirements of the moment; a 
weak tone has thus continually prevailed, 
and comparatively little reduction has 
been made in the excessive stocks which 
importers have been forced to carry. 
This state of things has been chiefly 
brought about by the scare regarding sub- 
stitutes; now, generally believed-to be 
groundless, 

The sales just concluded may prove to 
be the turning point of the market. Hold- 
ers have become tired of looking on, and 
have pressed sales, notwithstanding the 
low prices that have been ruling. A 
fairly large quantity has consequently 
been sold, and the low rates should stim- 
ulate consumption, the excess in our stock 
disappear, and the general position of the 
trade will become more healthy than it 
has been for some time past, 

Late crop accounts are very far from 
being so generally favorable as they were, 
and although the figures that have been 
put forward in anticipation of the official 
estimates are very moderate, and much 
below average, it is quite possible that 
the crop may yet prove to be but little 
larger than that of last season. The first 
small crop, after three large ones in suc- 
cession, has not affected the market, but 
a second one may be expected to do so, 
especially now that prices are at the very 
lowest point on record for all descriptions 
except good and fine Bengal. 

NUTGALLS.—The demand has been 
slow, but prices are maintained at 12% 
@l4c. for Aleppo and 14@15c,. for Chi- 
nese. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—The de- 
mand has been good and the prices 
continue firm at 154%@léc. 

SAGO FLOUR.—The spot scarcity 
continues and the price is firm at 3% 
@3%c. 

SUMAC.—Dealers continue to hold off 
by reason of the free offers by import- 
ers, at concessions from former prices, 
which has suggested the probability of 
still lower prices prevailing in the near 
future. Shipments range from $39 to 
$44, as to brand. The spot price is $42 
@46. 

STARCH.—There has been a quiet 
market for corn, nevertheless the 
eheapest seller has raised the price 5c, 
to 1.35@1.40c, for common. Up to 1c. is 
asked, as to maker, for standard 
grades. Potato is in fair demand at 3% 
@3%c., while wheat is selling well at 
4% @5l4ce. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—Tht best price 
for prime is 14@14%c., which is made 
by the combination.

Latest Tariff Decisions. 


Pasta Maek. 


F. B. Vandegrift & Co. protested 
against the Collector at New York on 
an importation of a toilet preparation 
called “Pasta Mack.” It consists of 
small perfumed cakes of bicarbonate 
of soda combined with tartaric acid, 
covered with tinfoil, used for perfum- 
ing the bath, and thus imparting a 
delicate fragrance to the skin. It was 
assessed for duty at 60 cents per pound 
and 45 per cent. under paragraph 2, 
Act of 1897, and was claimed to be 
dutiable at 50 per cent. under para- 
graph 70 as a toilet article, or at 20 
per cent. under Section 6. The Ap- 
praiser’s report, which was not contra- 
dicted in the record, stated as a fact 
that alcohol was used to render the 
material sufficiently plastic to be 
moulded, the alcohol being expressed 
and evaporated when the tablets were 
formed. Paragraph 2, under which 
duty was assessed, provides for toilet 
preparations of all kinds containing 
alcohol, or in the preparation of which 
alcohol is used. The Board of General 
Appraisers found that “Pasta Mack” 
was a toilet preparation in the prep- 
naration of which alcohol is used. The 
protest was overruled.
